THE LEADER NOT TAKEN. 



They Were Captured During 
the Night by Mendota and 
Fresno Officers. 



IMPRISONED AT HOLLISTER. 



HI RapeUe, Who Captured Evans 
and Sontag, Was the Leader 
of Both Posses. 



Frrsso, March 4.— Hi Rapelje, the man 
who caught Evan* ami Sontag, returned 
this afternoon from the Cantua Canyon, 
where, with the help of the Mendota offi- 
cers, he captured twelve cattle-thieves. 

For a year past the four Ashhurst broth- 
ers, who have a large stock range there, 
have been losing cattle, amounting in all 
to about a hundred head, and a short time 
ago livestock and hides bearing their brand 
were found in a slaughter-house in this 
city. 

Hi Rapelje took hold of the case and dis- 
covered that there was an organized band 
of thieves, a number of whom stole the cat- 
tle and drove them part way to this city, 
where they were met by others of the gang 
who drove them here and sold them. 

Rapelje left on last Thursday and drove 
night and day until he reached the Cantua 
Canyon. There he was joined by the Men- 
dota officers, and about dark the party 
started up the canyon. They were satisfied 
•s to where the thieves lived and went from 
one house to another until 1 or 2 o'clock in 
the morning, rousing each owner and tak- 
ing him into custody. Twelve in all were 
captured and the party started on the re- 
turn. 

The most careful guard had to be kept, 
as the men were desperate and watched 
every opportunity to make their escape. 
The men were tinally placed in the Hollis-

While returning Rapelje lost his way, 
and when within ten miles of thiB city his 
horse became exhausted and he had to 
walk to Fresno. The leader of the gang 
has not been captured, but the officers 
know his whereabouts.

Fresno, March 4. — R. V. Daggett of 
Be'.ma, a relative of John Daggett of the 
Kan Francisco Mint, has bad H. K. Lem- 
mon and G. H. Woods arrested for selling 
him a manufactured petrifaction of a 
human btay. Lemmon was found by the 
officers in Arizona, and Woods was caugut 
at Los Angeles.

Xews of Iterenue Cutters Ilereired at Fort 
Town*end. 

Port Townsksd, March 4.— The early 
sailing of the revenue cutter Corwin 
for the north from San Francisco 
has brought a semi-olficial announce- 
ment that the vessel will be stationed 
at Sitka only until such time as the 
Bering Sea fleet sails and that the force 
of vessels this year in the north will 
be made up only of revenue vessels and 
without u single warship. 

Kver since international patrol of the 
sea was established England has been 
derelict in complying with the terms of 
the agreement, which was that both 
countries should furnish a like number of 
vessels to patrol the waters within the 
protected limits against pelagic scalers. 

Last year while the United States had 
eleven vessels in the north doing duty of 
protection. Great Britain sent one small 
warship, which spent most of the time 
anchored at Sitka, while the officers were 
absent in the interior on hunting expedi- 
tions. 

This year the fleet will be composed ex- 
clusively of revenue vessels, with the cut- 
ter Perry, now on her way around from the 
Atlantic to San Francisco, as the flagship. 

LOS AXGEI.ES CAR L1XES. 

There Will Be Xo ( hnnne Made in the 
Management. 

Los Angeles, March 4.— Superintendent 
E. P. Clark states that there will be no 
change in the management of the Consoli- 
dated Electric Railway Company, whicn 
now controls all of the principal street 
lines in the city. 

A few days ago a committee of the Chi- 
cago bondholders was appointed to investi- 
gate the affairs of the company, and it was 
then rumored that a change might be 
made in the management of the extensive 
property. 

General M. H. Sherman, however, still 
remains in the position of president of the 
company, and the prospects are 'that he 
will stay there for some time to come. The 
lines are now on a paying basis, and with a 
newly constructed track to Pasadena fur- 
nishes connection with all parts of the city 
and suburbs.

Fresno, March 4. — At the meeting of the 
County Board of Supervisors to-day, a mo- 
lion was carried by a unanimous vote in- 
lonteg the action of Dr. Davidson, County 
Physician, in refusing to allow Sunday re- 
rival services or noisy religious visitations 
in certain wards of the hospital devoted to 
the care of consumptives and persons suf- 
tcaing from fever. The board decided that 
hereafter religious services shall be held 
in some part of the hospital to be chosen 
by the County Physician. 

Lot Angeles Realty Sale. 
Los Angeles, March 4.— A real estate 
Sealer reports to-day the sale of what is 
known as the Tenth-street hotel site, 
»wned by Mrs. Emeline Childs, to O. T. 
lohnson. During the latter days of the

lor a monster hotel covering nearly two 
acres of ground and many thousand dol-

Seattle. Wash., March 4.— Fire was dis- 
covered this morning in the pump room 
of Xo. 12 mine, at Black Diamond, about 
1300 feet from the surface, and soon gained 
such headway as to drive the men v.*. 

The head of the stope has been sealed 
and steam is being forced into the fire to 
smother it. 

This will take a week or two and mean- 
time 100 men are idle. 

Salinas, March 4.— At 8:30 o'clock this 
evening a fire was discovered in the large 
barn, containing 200 tons of hay, belonging 
to A. Augustine, the barn and hay being 
totally destroyed. The total loss is $2800, 
with an insurance of $1125. 

Itry Creek Feople Want a Bridge. 

Santa Rosa, March 4.— A large delega- 
tion of farmers from the Dry Creek region 
were here to-day trying to get the Board 
of Supervisors to give them a change of 
location in the matter of the new bridge 
to be built over Dry Creek. 

The old bridge was six miles north of 
Healdsbnrg, and the new one was washed 
away in the recent floods. The petitioners 
claim that If the new bridge is built two 
miles further down the stream it will ac- 
commodate hundreds of families where 
the old bridge did not satisfy a dozen. 
There is a bitter feeling over the matter 
and the Supervisors will go up there to- 
morrow to inspect the country for them- 
selves.

Interest of San Franrisrans in Tlieir

Los Angeles, March 4.— Preparations for 
the Fiesta are being hurried rapidly along, 
and when April 19 arrives everything will 
he in readiness for the week's celebration.

INDIANS II OREGON, 



Suits Are to Be Entered 
in Their Behalf by 
Friends. 



FALSE ARRESTS MADE. 



An Agent, Judges of the Indian 
Courts and Indian Police- 
men Implicated. 



TO TEST THE INDIAN STATUS. 



Chiefs Will Visit Washington and 
Demand Moneys Due Them 
for Sale of Lands. 



Pendleton. Or., March 4.— Attorneys for 
Indians announce that proceedings will he 
begun against Agent C. W. Harper, the 
Judges of the Indian Court and the Indian 
policemen for false imprisonment in cases 
in which chiefs and headmen had been ar- 
rested and dealt with on the reservation. 
The proceeding* will be for the purpose of 
determining the judicial status of the 
Indians as citizens. 

A visit to Washington is contemplated 
by Chiefs No-shirt, Peo and Young Chief 
Bears regarding the troubles now experi- 
enced on the Umatilla Reservation. They 
will go about March 15 to make a demand 
for the money realized by the sale of reserva- 
tion lands, which amounts to {200,000, and 
to inquire what disposition has been made 
by the recent Indian agents here of moneys 
collected for tines imposed on the Indians 
by the Indian Judges, amounting to sev- 
eral thousand dollars each year, and to 
also ask that a restriction in the shape of 
the red tape in leasing and cultivating In- 
dian lands be relaxed by the department, 
and the Indians be allowed to make leases 
and contracts as freely as the whites. 

They will also urge that it is unnecessary 
to pay out the Indians' money for salary- 
agents or other reservation employes, ex- 
cepting those connected with the schools 
at the agency. The abolition of all these 
otlices will be asked, and if not granted 
they will insist that the department send a 
military officer to act as agent in the place 
of a cK ilian. 

SAX JOSE IXD ICTMEXTS. 

The Grand Jury Returned Seven Bills of 
Felony Charges. 
San Jose, March 4.— The Grand Jury 
made a partial report to-day and filed seven 
indictments— four against George C. 
Hughes, two against Klnier E. Shale, and 
one against M. B. Williams, 'all ior felony. 

Hughes is the real estate agent and 
notary who defrauded several people by 
bogus mortgages and left for South America 
last year. 

Shale got money on forged notes and 
skipped to Mexico, and Williams appro- 
priated money to his own use which he 
had collected last fall in the capacity of 
Deputy Assessor. 

The amount was made good to the 
county, and an effort was made to hush 
the matter up, but the facts were published 
at the time. 



RELEASED AT STOCKTOX. 

Charles FUlridgr. who Shot George Bools 
Two Months Ago, Is Free. 

Stockton, March 4.— Charles Eldridge, 
the young man who shot George Bools in 
this city two months ago and who was held 
to answer to a charge of assault to murder, 
Bools having recovered, was discharged on 
habeas corpus proceedings brought in the 
Superior Court to-day, the point being that 
in the evidence given the Justices' Court 
was not sufficient on which to hold the 
defendant. 

Eldridge was very friendly with Bools' 
wife, from whom the last named had sepa- 
rated, and Bools entered the young man's 
room and attacked him, the shooting be- 
ing the result. Mrs. Bools was in the room 
at the time. While there was not sufficient 
evidence on which to obtain a conviction 
Eldridge is censured for the shooting. 

TO BE TRIED AT STOCKTOX. 

Bulson and Ward Hound Over on Charges 
of Bribery. 

Stockton, March 4.— Dr. Bulson and C. 
W. Ward, charged with having bribed 
I Supervisor James Brown to vote for certain 
hospital plans, were before the Superior 
Court to-day to plead. Their attorneys 
moved to quash the indictment, on the 
ground that the two defendants testified as 
witnesses before the Grand Jury. The mo- 
tion was denied and the defendants pleaded 
not guilty. The 17th of April was fixed as 
the day of their trial. 



Preacher Missing From Garranra, Cat. 

Los Angeles, March 4. -Rev. R. P. 
Bukey, the itinerant preacher who disap- 
peared on December 17 from Garvanza, a 
little town in the interior, has not been 
heard from since, and his friends arc 
anxiously scouring the country in hopes of 
discovering a clew to his whereabouts. The 
preacher left his home to come to this city 
on the date mentioned and never re- 
turned. 



Suspect Murder in Los Angeles. 

Los Angeles, March 4.— The police are 
still searching, without success, for a clew 
that may solve the mystery surrounding 
the finding of a woman's leg on Saturday 
in a pile of debris in the rear of a yard on 
Broadway. The theory that the relic was 
placed there by medical students has been 
abandoned, and the detectives are now in- 
clined to believe that murder is behind the 
strange and ghastly discovery. 

Insane Man in Tacoma. 
Tacoma, Wash., March 4.— John Krauser, 
an aged rancher living twenty miles south 
of town, yesterday cut his windpipe with a 
knife and fled into the thick woods. Con- 
stable Albert came to town for an insane 
warrant, and to-night the man was found 
and brought in to a hospital. He will 
probably recover. 

Fresno Salaries Reduced. 

Fresno, March 4.— An ordinance was 
passed at a meeting of the City Trustees 
to-night reducing the salaries of all but 
two of the city officers by half. 



BIED AT LOS AXGELES. 

Samuel Brown, the Horse Raiser, Suc- 
cumbed to Isung Troubles. 

Lob Angeles, March 4. —Samuel A. 
Brown Sr. of Kalamazoo, Mich., the well- 
known horse owner and breeder, died here 
to-day. He had been suffering for several 
months with lung trouble, and after hav- 
ing had several hemorrhages, came to Ims 
Angeles a few weeks since for relief. The 
trouble had, however, progressed too far 
and he sank steadily until this morning, 
when a severe hemorrhage carried him off. 



Killed at Tlie Dalles, Oregon. 

TnE Dalles, Or., March 4.— This after- 
noon John Hill, a Russian Finn, was in- 
stantly killed at Seufert's fishery. Hill 
and another laborer were standing under 
the boom of a steam derrick used in the 
construction of a fish wheel, when the fas- 
tenings of the boom broke, letting it fall 
oil the two men. Hill's skull was crushed 
and the other man was badly injured. 



Barron Will Argument at San Jose. 

San Jose, March 4.— Argument in the 
Barron will contest was resumed to-day by 
Nicholas Bowden, who was followed by 
Judge Garber, both for the proponents. 
Judge Garber will finish his argument in 
the morning, and U. M. Delmas will then 
begin the closing argument for contestant. 

Barnes Trial in San Bernardino. 

San Bernardino, March 4.— The trial of 
Mrs. S. W. Barnes, charged in connection 
with Tom Salter with attempt to poison 
her husband was called to-day and a venire 
of fifty jurors exhausted in selection of

A General Bill Which Will Change Fu- 
ture Fights. 
Sacramento, March 4. — A general county- 
division bill, which will take future fights 
for the organization of new counties out 
of the Legislature, is now almost sure of 
passage. 

All of the advocates for new counties 
have practically agreed to the amend ments, 
which somewhat limit the chances for new 
counties. Twenty -three Senators have 
been secured to favor the passage of the 
bill and the Assembly will, in all likeli- 
hood, agree with the Senate. So, after the 
adjournment of the Legislature, the Gov- 
ernor will probably be called upon to name 
Commissioners to pass upon the applica- 
tion of the proposed county of Bucna 
Vista, which desires to separate from Tu- 
lare of that of Santa Cruz, as the northern 
half of Santa Barbara desir, s to be styled, 
of the proposed county of "Bidwell with 
Chico as its county seat and the best half of 
Butte in the territory of the proposed new 
county, and of SunoL, the rural portion 
of Alameda County, which may be de- 
sirous of setting un a government for it- 
self independent of the now dominant in- 
fluence of the urban portion of Alameda 
it. eluded in the three townships, Oakland, 
Brooklyn and Alameda. 



ARRESTED AT STOCKTOX. 

An Ignorant tlcnnan Vsed Canceled 
Stamps, but Was Detected. 

Stockton, March 4. — Gustav Braun- 
schwciger.who lives on the Cherokee Lane, 
near this city, has been arrested on the 
strength of a telegram received from United 
States Marshal Baldwin. He is charged 
with using canceled stamps. 

To a postal inspector who came here a 
few days ago to investigate the matter 
Braunschweiger acknowledecd that he 
had used the ' canceled stamps, but 
said he did not know the act 
was a crime and thought he would con- 
tinue using them until some one com- 
plained.

Quite a number of bills have been intro- 
duced ostensibly in the interest of the 
liquor men, but which the liquor men 
have had no intention of attempting to 
pass. They were put up as blinds, against 
which the opposition could wear out its 
energy while the real measure which the 
California Protective Association favors 
might 1 e quietly advanced to final passage. 
The idea of the liquor men is to break 
down municipal control of the traffic and 
to make it impossible for towns like Pasa- 
dena and Riverside to enforce prohibitive 
ordinances. 

A great deal of quiet and it may be 
effective work is going on. Lobbyists 
come into each house, and, sitting by Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen, seek to get prom- 
ises of support; or, if failing in that, ask 
that nothing be said and that no active 
opposition be manifested. 

The whole scheme is to engraft on the 
county government bill amendments which 
will place the regulating of the liquor 
traffic in the hands of county Boards of 
SupervAors. 

Some quiet day the amendments to the 
county government bill will be offered, and 
if the legislators who ore opposed to them 
are not on the alert, the bill will be amend- 
ed. It will then be too late to rescind such 
action. The bill is so important that it 
must be passed, the Governor will have to 
sign it and the liquor men will go home in 
triumph. 

Section 33 of the county government 
bill referring to the Board oi Supervisors 
and their powers reads as follows: "To 
make and enforce within the limits of 
their county all such local, police, sanitary 
and other regulations which are not in 
conflict with general laws." 

To this section the liquor men ask that 
the following be added: "Provided that 
the provision of this section shall not be 
so construed as to empower said Boards of 
Supervisors to prohibit the conducting of 
any business for which a license has been 
heretofore authorized under the laws of 
this State since the adoption of the new 
constitution of 1879." 

This means the virtual recognition by 
the State of the liquor traffic as a legiti- 
mate business, and throws around what 
has been permitted in communities by 
suffrance, the legal cloak of acknowledg- 
ment. 

Section 27 of the county government bill 
says, referring to the power of Supervisors: 
"To license, for the purpose of regulation 
and revenue, all and every kind of business 
not prohibited by law and transacted and 
carried on in such counties; all shows, ex- 
hibitions and lawful games carried on 
therein, and to fix the rates of license tax 
upon such business, shows, exhibitions 
or games, and provide for the collection of 
the same by suit or otherwise." 

The amendment which the California 
Protective Association will seek to add to 
the bill is this: "Provided that such license 
tax shall be based upon a fair and equitable 
distribution of the public burden upon all 
classes of business, without unjust dis- 
crimination against any kind or class; and 
provided further, that spirituous, vinous 
and malt liquors, when sold in bulk and 
not to be consumed upon the premises 
where sold, shall be rated as other mer- 
chandise for the purpose of license.' 1 This 
amendment is a body blow at high license. 

Eleven Millions Expenses So Far. 

Sacramento, March 4. — Governor Budd 
has been figuring upon the expenses which 
the present Legislature proposes to foist on 
the State. He finds that the contingent- 
expense bills already signed, the bills be- 
fore him carrying appropriations and the 
general appropriation bill as passed by the 
Senate exceed in the total of expenditures 
provided $11,000,000.

Sacramento, March 4. — "I'll stand by my 
guns." That was the answer Governor 
Budd made as to what he proposed to do 
to fulfill his campaign pledges. Governor 
Budd made economy the keynote of his 
pre-election speeches. He stated that he 
intends to keep his promises. This means 
a veto on many items in the general appro- 
priation bill and a rebuke to the legislators 
for their extravagance. 

The Governor intimated to-day that if it 
been within his power he would have ve- 
toed the contingent ex|iensc bills ap- 
propriation money for useless attaches. A 
volume in his office giving the law on the 
subject was well thumbed and showed in- 
dex marks that he had studied the legality 
of a veto. But the law passed in 1881, after 
enumerating the officers and attaches of 
the Senate and Assembly, adds a proviso 
that such other attaches as may be deemed 
necessary may be appointed. The Senate 
deemed 164 necessary and the House 
nearly as many, and no discretion was left 
to the Governor. 

The Governor declares that this law 
should be repealed and that an act should 
be passed limiting the number of attaches 
and defining their duties. Senator With- 
ington has introduced such a bill. The 
Senate can find money to pay useless at- 
taches for work not performed, but when 
Senator Smith introduced a bill raising the 
appropriation to pay many of the weekly- 
papers for publishing the constitutional 
amendments from $125 to $180 the Senate 
promptly voted the amendment down. 

This was done to-day. "The Senate can 
waste money for its own amusement, but 
when it comes to paying the debts of the 
State owed to the country press then it 
cries retrenchment. Can a single Senator 
point out an instance during the present 
n where the Senate has curbed its

to-day." 

This is the summary which Senator 
Withington makes of the legislative record. 
He referred to the victory of the railroad in 
politics when the scalpers' bill came up in 
the lower House. 

"There is a strong organization in this 
State," continued Senator Withington, 
"which has its influence with the Legisla- 
ture. It has a power over weak members 
by threatening local bills. It goes as far as 
it dares, but there is one thing which pre- 
vents resorting to extremities— it is timid 
and most of the legislators are honest, 
though some may be weak." 

"What do you think of the record of ex- 
travagance?" was asked. 

"It has been an extravagant session," 
was the reply. "I saw that there was no 
hope for economy when Senator Seymour's 
retrenchment proposition was beaten. 
There was no use to argue and talk; the 
Legislature would not retrench. All that 
remained for me to do was to enter my 
protest with my vote. I have sought by a 
bill which I introduced to prevent ex- 
travagance in the matter of attaches by 
succeeding Legislatures, knowing that I 
was powerless to stop the waste of money 
this session." 

Senator Arms (D.) made a brief com- 
ment. "The dominant party has not 
kept its pledges so far as retrenchment 
goes,'" said he. In a general way he 
thought the Legislature had not ac- 
complished much. "It now becomes the 
duty of the Governor to fulfill the pledges 
of the Democrats by cutting out all un- 
necessary appropriations," concluded Sen- 
ator Arms. 

"Neither party has kept its pledges in 
the matter of appropriations," said Sen- 
ator Smith (E.). "Otherwise I think the 
Legislature has been a fairly good one." 
Senator Smith was called away by illness 
in his family on the day that the general 
appropriation bill came up. He returned 
much displeased to find that the Senate 
had loaded the appropriation bill with 
amendments calling for more expendi- 
tures of money. He blames members of 
both parties for their extravagance in this 
respect. 

"I think the Legislature has been an im- 
provement on past Legislatures. The 
trouble has been that the Republicans 
have had such a big majority that they 
have had so many more triends to provide 
for. They do not seem to understand that 
the agriculturists are laboring under a 
heavy burden. It would have been better 
if the Legislature had been more evenly 
divided. Then the dominant party would 
have been checked in its tendency to ex- 
travagance. There are many excellent 
conservative men among the Republicans. 
If there had been nearly as many Demo- 
crats as Republicans in each house then 
these Republicans would have been able 
to have held their party back from making 
useless expenditures." 

Senator Aram (R.) thinks the Legisla- 
ture has been a conservative body. 
Although it has been extravagant in the 
matter of attaches, the amount so dis- 
bursed he regards as a bagatelle in the whole 
amount. He was surprised to learn that 
the Senate and its Finance Committee had 
raised the general appropriation bill half a 
million dollars beyond the amount it bore 
when it came from the Senate, but thought 
it a difficult task to lessen the amounts 
asked for in any great sum, as there were 
so many necessary calls for the expenditure 
of moneys. 

Timothy Guy Phelps thought the most 
important saving of the present Legisla- 
ture would come from the repeal of the 
law allowing State aid to indigents. This 
he figured at about $200,000. Next he 
placed the county government act* the fee 



bill, the bill on roads and highways and 
bill 526, authorizing the Board of Ex- 
aminers to visit various State institutions, 
discharge unnecessary officers and equalize 
all salaries. This last bill he felt sure 
would be strangled in the Senate. As yet 
the amount really passed was light. It 
was especially light, he thought, when 
compared with the expenses of the session. 
He called attention to the fact that from 
1857 to 1861 there were but twenty-seven 
attaches for the Assembly. Then all the 
engrossing was done in writing. Now, he 
said, there were 150 to do the same work. 
The extra expense came from unnecessary- 
employes. 

Wade of Napa was not enthusiastic over 
the work accomplished. The tiles, he 
thinks, are not in as clean a condition as 
they were two years ago, while the contin- 
gent expenses at the end of sixty days, he 
Was satisfied, would be as much as those 
of last year's entire session. 

E. V. Spencer of Lassen hoped to see a 
great many important bills passed. The 
county government and the fee bill would 
effect a great saving. He also hoped for 
good results from the new roads bill. The 
amount of work accomplished he consid- 
ered not proportionate to the expenses in- 
curred. 

C. M. Belshaw of Antioch also hoped for 
good results eventually, while deploring 
the great expense incurred. He looked 
for especially beneficial results from the 
county government act and the new fish 
and game laws. 

Reid of Trinity has fought expenses on 
every turn except on the district fair ques- 
tion. He hopes to see the stronc bills get 
through both houses. He deplores the ex- 
pense of running the House, but, of course, 
lays the blame where it belongs, on the 
Republican majority. 

CUT IX COXFEREXCE. 

Many Changes Made in the Figures of 
Appropriations. 

Sacramento, March 4. — When the As- 
sent blv Committee began to advise with 
the Senate Committee about the general 
appropriation bill this afternoon amend- 
ments began to drop. Almost every 
change made in the Senate increased the 
appropriation. The sums were lowered 
by the conference in almost every case. 

Among the changes agreed were to de- 
crease the conting«nt expenses of the Sen- 
ate from $35,000 to $12,000 and those of the 
Assembly from $40,000 to $18,000. The 
Senate cut the Governor's secretary service 
allowance from $10,000 to $5000. The con- 
ference replaced the amount at the former 
figures. The salary of the elevator atten- 
dant is reduced from $800 to $500. 

The appropriation for armory rents for 
the National Guard was reduced from 
$225,000 to $185,000. The $8000 allowed for 
target practice was not touched. 

Heavy cuts were made in the allowances 
for the different insane asylums. They 
were as follows: Napa, from $400,000 to 
$374,000; Agnews, from $270,000 to $262,000; 
Mendocino, from $180,600 to $130,225. 

The $7000 allowed the San Jose Normal 
School for books, periodicals and ap- 
paratus, was reduced to $4500. Among the 
other allowances that are to be reduced are 
the State's portion of tr* salaries of the 
Superior Judges, fixed by the Senate at 
$320,000, expert to Board of Examiners 
$4000 and $2000 traveling expenses, station- 
ery, etc., of State offices $20,000, lighting 
Capitol grounds $2400, traveling expenses 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
$2250. State Printing Office $250,000, for 
school text-books $40,000, office of Railroad 
Commission $2040. Yosemite Valley $20.- 
000, Whittier Reform School $245,000, ap- 
paratus for Los Angeles Normal School 
$4500, apparatus for Child Normal School 
$2500, State Board of Horticulture $10,400, 
secretary to same $4200, clerk to secretary, 
$12iXl, clerk of Quarantine Bureau of same 
$4200, Viticulture Commission $2500, or- 
phans and half orphans $600,000, and Vet- 
erans' Home $90,000. 

An allowance is made of $104,000 for dis- 
trict fairs and $40,000 for the State fair. 
These the Conference Committee will very- 
likely let remain as they are. 

THE WAXMIRE BILL BEAD. 

San Francisco Will Xot Be Invaded by 
the Legislators. 

Sacramento, March 4.— The Lexow in- 
quisition bill was practically buried in 
Republican caucus to-night, though no 
definite action was taken, but when Sena- 
tor Earl moved to adjourn and the sup- 
porters of the bill could not prevent the 
adjournment the bill met its death. 

The measure wasWaymire's modified 
one, the scope of which is quite general, 
but the intent of which is to secure a re- 
count of the ballots in San Francisco by 
which Governor Budd received his elec- 
tion. Senator Gleaves presided. 

The caucus was a joint one, but the talk- 
ing was done largely by the Assemblymen. 
Assemblymen Waymire, Spencer and 0s- 
born led the fight for the bill. The meas- 
ure was attacked by Assemblymen Brusic, 
Dixon and Bettman. Brusie made an im- 
passioned speech against the measure. 
Dixon and Bettman characterized it as an 
insult to San Francisco and upheld the 
doctrine of municipal home rule. 

Assemblyman Spencer grew indignant 
and referred in sarcastic terms to Bettman 
as the chairman of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Morals. A few sarcastic remarks fol- 
lowed and then adjournment came. There 
was no further caucus and the bill is dead. 

Several days ago Governor Budd de- 
clared to a number of Senators that he was 
opposed to the bill, and wilh the author 
of the measure, half a dozen legislators 
and a San Francisco morning paper the 
inquisition bill sums up its final support- 
ers. San Francisco is not to be invaded by 
the Legislature. 

STUPID SEX ATE WORK. 

Governor Budd Sent a Message of Adriee 
Regarding Bills. 

Sacramento, March 4. — The Legislature 
has not only proved itself to be extrava- 
gant, but it has shown that it is stupid. 
This was in evidence to-day in a measure 
from the Governor to the Senate. 

Governor Budd's message related to Sen- 
ate bills No. 55 and 182. The first bill was 
introduced by Gesford and prohibits the 
manufacture, sale or giving away of cigar- 
ettes. Senate bill 182 was introduced by 
Simpson and amends the law relating to 
property in the hands of the Public Ad- 
ministrator. The bills were passed by the 
Senate. They were sent to the Assembly. 
The bills were then amended, but came 
back to the Senate with the simple an- 
nouncement of their passage. 

As the Senate had no knowledge of the 
Assembly amendments it did not concur 
in them, and the bills were transmitted to 
the Governor for his approval or dis- 
approval. 

The Governor suggests that the Senate 
withdraw the bills for repairs or to take 
such action as will correct the defects.

Sacramento, March 4.— On a coyote scalp 
hung the fate of the scalpers' bill to-day. 
Thirty-eight men were voting against the 
measure. A call of the House was ordered, 
and for nearly an hour a scene of confu- 
sion ensued, futile motions for adjourn- 
ment varying with equally useless de- 
mands that the call of the House be dis- 
pensed with. 

There was a hurrying and a scurrying on 
all sides. Those managing the railroad's 
fight tiitted from desk to desk among the 
doubtful, or those who were thought open 
to argument. These arguments were of va- 
rious kinds. 

Mrs. Cutrmings of Los Angeles, one of 
the smoothest talkers of the third house, 
who acts as engrossing clerk and at the 
same time is able to convince the most ob- 
durate of reformers of the evils of their 
ways, camped on the trail of Hall of 
Placer. She talked long and earnestly and 
eventually Mr. Hall began to see that 
really the bill was not so very iniquitous. 
He knew it had been amended so as to 
make it harmless. As a consequence, 
though he had consistently voted against 
all the amendments and to-day voted 
against the bill at first, he changed his 
vote at the critical moment and helped 
make the last two of the forty-one who 
passed the bill. 

The other one of the important pair was 
Laird of Modoc. That gentleman is in- 
tensely interested in the passage of the bill 
appropriating $210,000 for the payment of 
bounties on coyote scalps. There is hardly 
a member of his constituency above the age 
of 5 years who has not one or more of the 
malodorous but valuable bits of hide. It 
was impossible for the holders of warrants 
to shovel them at the banks, for his county 
has no banks. As a result the entire pop- 
ulation are looking eagerly to their repre- 
sentative to secure them their money. 

That was what settled to-day's fight. 
When the railroad people found they had 
forty votes they charged on Laird. Thomas 
of Nevada, with his oily tongue and win- 
ning smile, showed that the bill in ques- 
tion did not concern the people of Modoc 
in the least, since they did not have a rail- 
road. Not one in a thousand of them 
would ever come in contact with a scalped 
ticket; in fact they were their own scalp- 
ers, the coyotes being the sufferers. 

They were not opposed to the railroad 
and they did want their money for their 
coyote scalps. This, Mr. Thomas con- 
vinced Mr. Laird, he would be likely to 
get if he would only change his vote from 
"no" to "aye" and make the required for- 
ty-one. Of course, if he stood out against 
them he could expect no help in getting 
his own bill passed. 

There was no threat made. It was only 
a suggestion. The seed was planted in 
fruitful ground, however, and the result 
was that a determination was evolved on 
Mr. Laird's part to vote for the passage of 
the bill. He did so, contrary to the ad- 
vice of a number of his friends. His ac- 
tion gave the Southern Pacific a temporary 
victory. 

It cost Mr. Laird the passage of his own 
pet measure, though. It came up for pass- 
age as soon as the railroad bill was passed. 
By the time it had been read the anti- 
railroad people had recovered from their 
astonishment and saw why it was Laird, 
whom they had counted on, had "fallen 
down." Immediately there was another 
rush of interested parties. A word, a nod 
of astonishment followed by one of assent, 
went from one to another. The fate of 
Laird's bill was fixed. When it came time 
to vote his former allies produced the 
knives they had been quietly whetting and 
ruthlessly slaughtered it. 

A number of extra railroad votes were 
cast for it. There were more anti-railroad 
people who voted against it. As a result 
the bill received only thirty-five votes. 
This is six less than what was required. 
There were thirty -three votes cast against 
the bill. Kenyon of Los Angeles was one 
of the supporters for the railroad people. 
He had voted for the various amendments, 
his idea, he explains, being to get the bill 
up for its final passage. When the vote 
stood at 37 to 36 they swarmed about him. 
His vote had not been cast and they did 
not know how to place him, but took it 
for granted he was with them. His decided 
negative made him the subject for various 
arguments and appeals. These were all 
without effect, however, and his vote was 
registered "No." 

Another of those who were called upon 
at the last moment was John O'Day of San 
Francisco. Mr. O'Day is a Democrat and 
conies from a violently anti-railroad dis- 
trict as well. He has introduced various 
anti-railroad measures, and yet his vote 
went to the Southern Pacific. Bill Ses- 
sion's presence at the San Franciscan's el- 
bow all during the trouble indicated the 
source of Mr. O'Day's political decisions. 

"I am anti-railroad," he said, in explain- 
ing his vote. "But you see. Session and the 
Republican leaders they put in my boy as 
page. Now, when they did that I promised 
to help them on the first railroad measure 
that came up. This is it, and I voted for 
the bill to keep my promise." 

Mr. O'Day considered this explanation 
ample. There can be no doubt about the 
fact that it was as truthful as it was lucid, 
and Mr. O'Day's conscience is entirely at 
rest. 

O. H. Huber of Los Angeles and L. J. 
Dwyer of the Thirty-third District, San 
Francisco, voted against the bill to the end. 
These gentlemen were classed among those 
with railroad tendencies in The Cau a few 
days ago. They protest their freedom from 
any such ties and are firm in their assur- 
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ances of hostility to Southern Pacific 
mrasnre. 

During the skirmishing between the two 
factions, while the doors were closed, 
other arguments than those immaterial 
were brought forward. The sum at which 
rotes were rated was extremely insignifi- 
cant, however. One member was offered 
|100. Later $50 was added to this. He re- 
mained obdurate, but the company did not 
make any further raise. 

The scalpers' bill was the first on the 
Senate special file. This brought it up 
immediately after 2 o'clock. Dodge pro- 
tested against it on the ground that it was 
not needed. "It is not called for," said he. 
"The people do not ask for it. Besides, 
the only portion of it that is for the people 
is the section forcing the railroads to re- 
deem unused tickets, and I think that is 
uncon.-titutional." 

Wade of Napa pointed to the fact that 
the fifth section of the bill provided for the 
imprisonment of a corporation. This, he 
thought, showed how utterly useless the 
bill wonM be. 

Wnyniire of Alameda here introduced 
an amendment to strike out sections 5 and 
ti. He was ruled out of order. Then the 
House resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole and the amendment was lost. 

A call for the previous question shut off 
further amendments. The roll was called ) 
and the vote stood :»> to 85. At once a de- 
mand went up for a call of the House. 
There were 40 votes in favor of this to 32 
against, immediately the doors were 
closed and the roll called to find the ab- 
sentees. These were O'Day, Dinkelspiel, 
Tomblin and Stanseil. Warrants were 
made out for their arrest and the House 
proceeded to quarrel. 

First, dispensing with tin* call of the 
House was demanded. Then a motion to 
adjourn would follow, llrusie wanted a 
recess* Then Bledsoe, not being able to 
have the rules of the House dispensed with, 
■sked that the absentees he excused for the 
day. He was ruled out of order. Reid of 
Trinity hy this time became aware of the 
active interest Mrs. Ouni filings was taking 
in Assemblyman Hall. He, therefore, 
called the attention of the chair to the fact 
that the rule allowing only members' 
wives on the floor was being violated. He 
moved that the rule be enforced. The 
chair announced that only motions to ad- 
journ or to dispense with the call of the 
House would be in order. Then they 
moved to adjourn some more. Secretary 
Brandon of the Senate, who came in on 
business, waited with interest for the doors 
to open. Then an appeal had to be made 
to the House to let him go out. 

In the meantime Mr. O'Day and Mr. 
Tomblin had been rounded up by the ser- 
peani-at-anns. Dinkelspiel had come to 
the door of the Assembly, just after the 
call of the House had been demanded. Not 
being able to get in. he went to the Gov- 
ernor's office on some business he was in- 
terested in and did not come hack till the 
trouble was all over. Mr. Stanseil was 
found later. Tomblin and Stanseil were 
known to be against the bill. O'Day was 
for it. There was only one man more to 
be found. That was Dinkelspiel. Both 
Collins and Wilkins were excused. It was 
decided to dispense with the call of the 
House, and the roll was called with the 
following result:

This made 39 ayes to 38 noes. There was 
a pause. Then came the chanie that de- 
cided the bill. Hall and Laird changed 
their votes to "aye" and the bill was 
passed. 

Its future is problematical. It will be 
sent to the Senate. The Senate will refuse 
to concur in the amendments and the bill 
will be sent back to the House. The 
House, however, will not recede from its 
amendments, ami conference Committees 
will be appointed by both houses. Neither 
Speaker Lynch nor Speaker Flint will be 
likely to appoint violently anti-railroad 
members on their committees, and as a re- 
sult the various amendments will be 
thoroughly toned down and the poison ex- 
tracted from their stings. Then a bill sat- 
isfactory to the railroad company will be 
passed, transmitted to the Governor, and 
then— Governor Budd i s non-committal as 
to how he will treat the bill. It will be 
remembered, however, that he was elected 
on a violently anti-railroad platform. 

1 n the evening the railroad again came up. 
This time it was in regard to the street -car 
system. The Committee on Corporations 
have reported a bill that refuses to allow 
two lines of street railway, under different 
managements, to use the same street for 
more than five blocks. Its section 3 re- 
peals an act of 1878 fixing a penalty of 
|SM charging more than the rate fixed by 
law for a ride. 

Reid moved to amend the bill by striking 
ont this amendment. Hedenounced the bill 
as an attempt to strengthen the street-car 
monopolies. 

Thomas of Nevada protested that the 
hill was to allow the poor man to get to 
work more quickly, since it allowed cars to 
run at twelve miles an hour. 

Wade of Napa spoke against the bill and 
for the amendment, as did a number of 
others, but the amendment received only 
10 votes and was lost. There were 51 noes. 

U THE say ATE. 

The Extortion Hill Killed by a Good 
Majority. 

Sacramento, March 4.— Senator Toner's 
bill to open up avenues of extortion in the 
government of the city and county of San 
Francisco came up on second reading in 
the Senate late this afternoon. 

The Committee on Judiciary recom- 
mended an amendment to the "bill, and 
this was first voted upon. The bill Is en- 
titled, "An act to repeal an act entitled, 
'An act to provide and regulate the manner 
of receiving and paying fees, commissions, 
percentages and other, compensation for 
official services in cities and cities and 
counties having a population of over 100,- 
(OO inhabitants, anil prescribing the duties 
of officers ;with reference thereto,' ap- 
proved March 11, 1893." 

Its purpose is to repeal the act which 
secured passage two years ago through the 
efforts of Senator Fay. If the bill should 
pass it would allow the Sheriff of San Fran- 
cisco and otherofficials to extort fees as was 
the custom two years ago and back of that 
date, and would make the revenues of the 
.Sheriff 's office exceed $50,000 a year. It is 
a bad bill, but there is little likelihood of 
its passage now. 

Senator McAllister declared that the 
easiest way to kill the bill was to defeat 
the amendment of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, because without that amendment the 
bill contained a fatal defect which would 
kill the bill of itself. 

• "According to Senator Langford that is 
a vulgar way of| killing a bill, sometimes 
practiced by the Assembly but never in 
the Senate," said Senator Ford, referring 



to a verbal passage between Senators Lang- 
ford and McAllister some days ago. "At 
this stage of proceedings it is not the 
method but the action which should be 
considered," retorted Senator McAllister. 
"The bill has reached the danger line." 

The amendment was defeated by a vote 
of 17 to 12. This practically kills the bill 
unless Senator Ford can drum up recruits 
to support his motion for a reconsidera- 
tion, which will come up to-morrow. 

Bills were passed amending the law so 
as to secure a better protection for ani- 
mals ; appropriating $3042 for the Woman's 
Relief Corps Home at Evergreen ; provid- 
ing a clerk in the office of the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction. 

McGowan's bill authorizing the forma- 
tion of county insurance companies and 
regulating met hods of business was slightly 
amended and went to third reading. 

Senator Hart called up to-night the 3 per 
cent cinch on the insurance companies and 
succeeded in having it made a special order 
for 3:30 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 

/-V THE HOISE. 

Hie Police Commissioner Hill .lfodf o 
Special Order for To- Day. 

Sacramento. March 4.— Almost the en- 
tire morning was spent on the county 
government bill, which received many 
amendments. One of the most important 
of these was introduced by Thomas of 
Nevada, who wishes the Supervisors to be 
given the power to arrange their game 
laws without regard to the provisions of 
the general law. It was argued that Cali- 
fornia was larger than the whole of the 
New Kngland States and that it was as 
natural for Modoc County to need game 
laws differing from those of San Diego as 
it was for Maine's laws to be unsuited for 
Rhode Island. 

Wade of Napa assured the House that 
the proposed amendment had been de- 
cided to be constitutional by the courts of 
his county, and the amendment was 
adopted, NoVth of Alameda giving notice 
of reconsideration. 

Special orders were postponed for a 
time at the request of Mr. Brusie in order 
that the Senate amendments to the gen- 
eral appropriation bill might be considered. 
Bulla of Los Angeles moved that the 
House refuse to concur in the amend- 
ments, explaining that he did so to save 
time. 

Bledsoe of Humboldt wanted the amend- 
ments considered separately, but receded 
from his demand when a viva voce vote 
was taken. This left the chair in doubt. 
Bulla explained that if the House refused 
to concur conference committees would 
have to be appointed, when an agreement 
could be reached in regard to the proposed 
changes which would be acceptable to both 
houses. 

A spirited debate ensued. It showed 
that very few. if any, of the members were 
willing to agree with the Senate in all the 
proposed changes, and Bulla's motion was 
carried by a heavy vote, only Coleman 
voting no. 

The Senate was at once notified of the 
action of the Assembly. The Senators ap- 
pointed a committee of conference consist- 
ing of Voorheis, Orr and Langford, and 
Brusie, Bulla and Laugenour were ap- 
pointed by Speaker Lynch to assist in 
getting the bill into shape. 

Immediately after recess Cutter asked 
permission to introduce Assembly bill 653, 
in order that he might present some 
amendments. This is the bill limiting the 
time for which the Police Commissioners 
can hold office. Cutter assured the House 
that the bill did not affect Mr. Gunst, nor 
would his amendments; but that the mem- 
bers could decide whether the two men who 
have been in office now for sixteen years 
were to stay forever. 

The House consented to taking up the 
bill out of order. Cutter then introduced 
as an amendment an insertion of a subdi- 
vision that will oust Tobin and Alvord the 
day after the bill receives the Governor's 
signature. The words inserted are in sec- 
tion 1 and provide that a vacancy exists 
in an office "at the expiration of four years 
from the date of an official's appointment 
or election unless a definite time therefor 
be fixed by the laws creating said office or 
commission.'' 

The amendment was adopted. Another 
amendment making the act take effect im- 
mediately upon its passage was also 
adopted. Boothby of San Francisco giving 
notice of an intention to reconsider. 

Cutter then asked that the bill be made 
the special order for to-morrow morning, 
immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal. 

Dixon of San Francisco protested that 
the bill could not be back from the printer 
by that time, 

"But it will be back then," Cutter said, 
with significant emphasis. 

Upon this assurance the bill was set for 
consideration at that time. 

As soon as the scalpers' bill had been 
passed in the Assembly the bill appropri- 
ating $210,000 to pay the bounties due on 
coyote scalps came up. There was no dis- 
cussion, the bill going at once to its final 
passage and its death. 

The bill of Senator Voorheis authorizing 
the formation of districts for the construc- 
tion of sewers and other sanitary purposes 
was also passed. 

It was decided to reconsider the bill al- 
lowing the State Treasurer an extra clerk 
which was defeated on Saturday. Action 
was i>ostponed till to-morrow. 

Weyse's bill allowing County Treasurers 
to pay for the collection of county licenses 
was taken up as a matter of urgency and 
passed. The House then took up its spe- 
cial order file. 

The bill relating to taxes, prepared by 
the Committee on Revenue and Taxation, 
was read the third tine and passed. 

The resolution of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee that the question of a constitutional 
convention for 1897 be submitted to the 
people at the next general election was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. 

Coleman's resolution that Congress be. 
urged to allow the miners to work their' 
properties in the Yosemite Valley was also 
adopted. 

The bill proposing to give the Super- 
visors of San Francisco power to loan 
money in the sinking fund on real estate 
was considered by the San Francisco dele- 
gation to-day. They decided to return the 
bill without recommendation. 

The bill providing for the erection of a 
pesthouse was reported favorably. 

The Ways and Means Committee allowed 
fifteen appropriation bills, footing up $327.- 
052 46, this afternoon. The largest were 
$160,000 for improvements at Folsom and 
Dwyer's bill appropriating $100,000 for es- 
tablishing at San Francisco a State asvlum 
for the indigent sick. 

The Whittier Reform School was allowed 
$.Ki,100, instead of $129,150 asked for. 

The bill providing for six extra police- 
men at $100 a month for the capitol build- 
ing was recommended for passage, and 
$1500 was recommended for a monument 
for E. G. Waite. 

The bill allowing the Controller a rev- 
enue clerk was also favorablv considered 

The bill to establish a furniture factory 
at t olsom was killed.

Important Decision Rendered 
by the Supreme Court in 
the Bate Case 



AS TO FOREIGN INVENTIONS. 



Those in This Country, Particu- 
larly Edison's, Will Soon 
Be Unprotected. 



Washington, March 4.— The case of the 
Bate Refrigerator Company against Fran- 
cis Sultzberger & Co*, upon which hinges 
the question whether American patents ex- 
pire with foreign patents previously issued, 
was decided to-day in an exhaustive opin- 
ion by Justice liarlan. The court held 
that the invention for which Bate received 
a patent was previously patented in a for- 
eign country and the United States patent 
expired with the foreign patents. Electric 
and othcr"patents are involved by the deci- 
sion in this suit. 

The case involves the construction of sec- 
tion 4887 of the Revised Statutes, which 
provides that "every patent granted for an 
invention which has been previously pat- 
ented in a foreign country shall be so lim- 
ited as to expire at the same time as the 
foreign patent, or if there be more than 
one, at the same time with the one having 
the shortest term, and in no case shall it 
be in force more than seventeen years." 

Among the patents affected are three is- 
sued to the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany on applications filed by Thomas A. 
Edison, as follows: Patent No. 474,230, ap- 
plication filed April 27,1877; Nos. 474,231 
and 474,232, application filed July 27, 1877. 

On March 7, 1893, patent 492,789 was is- 
sued to the same party on an application 
filed by the same party on September 6, 
1877. These inventions became the prop- 
erty of the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany by the telephone consolidation con- 
tract, November 1, 1879. These Edison 
patents are claimed to be fundamental, and 
with the Berliner patent now in litigation, 
and which were filed in the Patent Office 
from H77 to Novemlier, 1891, expire at the 
date of the expiration of the foreign pat- 
ents. The inventions have been in use 
since 1878. The Edison inventions were 
patented in England, France and Canada 
in 1377, and in Belgium. Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, Germany and Spain in 1878, and in 
Prussia in 1882. They are ' free in foreign 
countries, and under the construction now 
given to section 4887 are made free in this 
ceuntry. Substantially the decision will 
affect in the same way the quadruplex tele- 
graph patents which were applied for in 
October, 1874, and issued December IS, 
1885. The incandescent-lamp patents filed 
by the General Electric Light Company 
are included in those which will be affected 
by the decision. The decision says: 

Was the Bate invention patented abroad 
before it was patented in this country? If so 
the American patent expired with the foreign 
patent, and thereby the American public be- 
come entitled to the use of the invention from 
the time the foreign public was permitted to 
use it. Congress, in effect, by the existing laws, 
says to an Inventor seeking to enjoy the exclu- 
sive use In the countTy of his invention for the 
term prescribed by law : "If your Invention has 
not been introduced into public use In the 
I'nited Stales for more than two years you 
may, on complying with the conditions 
prescribed, obtain an American patent, and 
you may, if you can, obtain foreign patents. 
But the American patent will be granted on the 
condition that if you obtain the foreign patent 
first your Invention shall be free to the Ameri- 
can people whenever, by reason of the expira- 
tion of the foreign patent, it becomes free to 
people abroad ; but in no case shall the term of 
the American patent exceed teventeeu years." 

The rule prescribed by the twenty-fifth sec- 
tion of the act of 1870 having been reproduced 
in section 4887 of the Revised Statutes and the 
latter section never having been amended we 
ought not after the lapse of nearly twenty. live 
years from the passage of the act of 1870 place 
on its twenty-fifth section or on section 4887 of 
the Revised Statutes, which took its place, any 
interpretation other than which the ordinary, 
natural meaning of their words import. Our 
answers, therefore, on the «juestions certified 
are that the inventions for which United 
States patents to Bate were Issued were under 
the facts stated "previously patented in a 
foreign country" within the meaning of those 
words in section 4887 of tjie Revised Statutes, 
and that the I'nited States patent to him ex- 
pired under terms of that section before the 
expiration of seventeen years from its date. 
Let it be so certified to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals.

.tfiird Property Affected by the Hate Deci- 
sion. 

New York, March 4.— The decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
handed down to-day, unanimously sus- 
taining the decision of the lower court 
in the case of the Bate Refrigera- 
tor Company against Sultzberger, is 
probably more far-reaching in its influence 
and affects a larger amount of property 
than any decision in the court since the 
"greenback" cases were disposed of. 

This decision not only settled the contro- 
versy, but when the parties directly inter- 
ested, viz.: the General Electric Company 
and the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany on the one side and the Westinghouse 
and tho anti-Bell Telephone Company 
on the other side, but also disposes 
of a very large number of other patents 
which the public have assumed to have ex- 
pired under the ruling of the lower court, 
but which would have been revived if the 
decision of the Supreme Court in this case 
had been the other way, and it also short- 
ens the life of a great many patents which 
have not yet actually expired. 

The decision is against the position taken 
by the General Electric Company and the 
American Hell Telephone Company and 
those associated with them on the appeal 
and affirms the decision previously ren- 
dered by the United States Circuit Court 
in this circuit. 

This decision terminates three Edison 
patents for the carbon transmitter owned 
by the American Bell Telephone Company, 
by which it hoped to extend its control for 
twenty-five years more, as would have 
been the case had the decision been in 
their favor. 

A considerable number of patents owned 
by the General Electric Company are also 
disposed of by this decision, including 
Edison's iiatent on the incandescent lamp, 
regarding which there has been so much 
litigation, and also his patent on 
the "multiple arc" system of distri- 
bution, and his patent on the socket for 
incandescent lamps, which was recently 
held to be valid by Judge Cox. Probably 
there has been no case argued before the 
Supreme Court since the war in the out- 
come of which so many lawyers are inter- 
ested.

COP1BIGHT LAWS AMEXDED. 

Action of Great Interest lo Publishers 
Taken by Congress. 

Warhikgtox, March 4.— An important 
measure of great interest to newspapers 
throughout the country was enacted in the 
closing hours of Congress. It amends the 
copyright laws so as to correct unduly 
harsh and oppressive provisions of the law 
as heretofore enacted. 

Under the law any newspaper reproduc- 
ing a copyright photograph and publish- 
ing it forfeited the plates of the copy and 
was liable to a penalty of $1 for every copy 
found in its possession. 

The measure as passed modifies ma- 
terially the penalties imposed by the pres- 
ent law. It ends as follows: 

Provided, however, in the case of any such 
an arrangement for copyright or photograph 
made from any object not a work of fine arts, 
the sum to be recovered in any action 
brought under the provisions of this 
section shall be not less than $100, nor more 
than HifiOOO. And pro\ ided further, in ease of 
any such infringement of the copyright of a 
painting, drawing, statue, engraving, etching, 
print or model, or design for a work of t lie 
line arts, of a photograph of a work of the fine 
arts, the same to be recovered in action 
brought, the provisions of this section shall 
not be less than $230, and not more than 
$1000. 

One-half of all the foregoing penalties is 
to go to the proprietors of the copyright 
and the other half to the use of the United 
States.

NOTHING WITHSTANDS THEM. 



Railroad Detectives Tracing 
the Bold Roues, Who 
Flee Westward:. 



HDznver, March 4.— One of the most sys- 
tematic and ingenious check-raising swin- 
dles that was ever successfully carried out 
in America has just been unearthed in this 
city, the victims being the Union Pacific 
Railway Company, nearly every bank in 
Denver and several dry goods and other 
houses. The method used by the swin- 
dlers shows them to be muster criminals, 
as daring as they are dishonest. 

Karly last month the Union Pacific pay- 
car left Omaha on its regular monthly trip 
to Salt Lake City, with the wages of the 
company's employes. Closely following 
the car came a gang of check-raisers, and 
its members left the marks of their skill 
with acid, ink and pen in nearly every 
town where Union Paciiic employes re<i.!e. 
The full extent of their operations and the 
loss to the company, or those who took the 
raised salary checks, is not yet fully 
known, but enough has leaked out to show 
that the check-raisers have netted thou- 
sands of dollars by the swindle. 

The full force of the Union Pacific de- 
tectiye corps is at work on the matter, as 
well as the police authorities in Denver 
and all the other towns on the line. The 
gang visited the hotels and saloons most 
frequented by the railroad men, where a 
large portion of the checks had been cashed 
or traded in and bought them up for cash. 
In value the checks ranged from $10 to 
$100, but each one was skilfully raised to 
$110, and . passed for that amount at banks 
anil stores. In every instance the raised 
checks were tendered for some small pur- 
chases, so that the gang got nearly the 
entire amount in cash. 

In Denver the checks ultimately reached 
different city banks; where they were pro- 
nounced all right and forwarded to Omaha. 
The Union Pacific auditor then passed all 
the $110 checks as being "O. K.," and com- 
menced the balancing of the accounts. 
When the returned cheeks were compared 
with the stubs of the check-book the fact 
became apparent that the checks had been 
tampered with, and work was at once com- 
menced by the railroad's detectives. It is 
supposed that the gang worked west to 
Salt Lake and then escaped to the coast. 

Omaha, Nebr., March 4.— Startling de- 
velopments were made in the Union Pa- 
cific check-raising swindle to-day, which 
are calculated to alarm all corporations 
paying in checks. The discovery' was 
made that the gang who operated on the 
Union Pacific system have a method of 
erasing ink with an acid which defies the 
best made paper, which is guaranteed to 
show the slightest presence of acid or other 
foreign substances. 

The amount secured by the work of the 
gang is not yet known, but it is not as 
large as at first supposed. The fact is not 
regarded as of much importance, however, 
as compared with the new process which 
is puzzling the company's chemists and 
detectives. The paper on which the checks 
are printed has been regarded until now 
as being absolutely proof against manip- 
ulation, but the operations of the gang of 
experts shattered all the claims of the in- 
ventors of the paper that their invention 
is acid proof. 

The checks which were raised failed to 
show a single erasure mark, and the 
amount of the check in figures in the right 
hand corner, as well as the written amount 
in the body of the check, were wiped out 
as completely as if a cloth had been used 
in removing dust from a table top. Not 
content with removing the figures, in one 
instance the name of the employe was re- 
moved and a new name substituted, show- 
ing they had mastered the secret com- 
pletely. 

Frank Brown, local treasurer of the 
Union Paciiic Company, stated that he 
had uever seen checks so flawlessly altered 
as in the Denver case. They had passed 
through his hands, but a powerful glass 
had failed to show the least manifestation, 
and if he had not known the checks were 
raised he would have sworn they were 
originally as made. It was his opinion 
that no other altered checks would turn 
up. upon the theory that the men had 
been able to clean up quite a sum and 
would leave for other fields to prosecute 
their rascality. 

What is to be done is the question 
which is perplexing the minds of officials 
at the Union Pacific headquarters to-day. 
They argue that the puncturing of the 
amount of a check on its face, by a 
machine invented for the purpose, can be 
filled out with papier i, niche, painted over 
and a new puncture made for a different 
amount. That chemically prepared papers 
are of no avail with the discovery of acids 
that will wipe out the most reliable ink as 
easily as dirt may be displaced with water. 

The Burlington people are also excited 
over the paper, for t hey use the Underwood 
safety paper, and they have to go back to 
the old method of paying employes in cur- 
rency, should uo check paper be discov- 
ered. 



SLASHED HIS BROTHER. 

John Ii'unau. Army Street, Arrested for 
Assault to Murder. 

There was a row in the family of Patrick 
Nunan, 1508 Army street, about 11 o'clock 
last night'. One of the sons, Thomas, a 
teamster, had retired to bed when his 
younger brother, John, came home and 
began to quarrel with him. The father re- 
monstrated with John and he turned his 
wrath upon him and struck him in the 
mouth. Thomas sprang out of bed to 
assist his father anil John slashed at him 
with a razor. He inflicted a long, deep 
gash over his heart and laid open his left 
cheek. 

John then ran out of the house and the 
father notified the police. Thomas was 
taken to the. City and County Hospital in 
thejiatrol wagon, where his wounds were 
stitched and dressed. Neither is danger- 
ously injured. 

John was captured by Policeman Heaphy 
and was booked at the Seventeenth-street 
stution on the charge of assa ilt to murder. 

COLLIDED WITH A TRAIN. 

Probably Fatal Accident to Patrick 
Slevin, Harrison Street. 

Patrick Slevin, 2755 Harrison street, was 
probably fatally injured about 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon at the railroad cross- 
ing, Sunnyside. He was driving in a buggy 
with a young lady relative from the Kast 
and had just crossed the track when the 
train leaving the city at 3:40 r. m. came 
rushing along. The noise of the whistle 
frightened the horse and it backed toward 



the track. The engine struck the buggy, 
smashing it into pieces and Mr. Slevin and 
the young lady were thrown violently to 
the ground. 

Mr. Slevin, who is a tall, heavy man. was 
terribly hurt. He was thought to be dy- 
ing and the train backed down to the Va- 
lencia-street depot with him. There the 
patrol wagon was summoned from the Sev- 
enteenth-street station and he was taken to 
his home by Sergeant Burke. 

Drs. Clinton, McPherson and another 
phvsician were hastily summoned. They 
found that his collar-bone was broken and 
there were severe wounds in his scalp. 
There was a frightful gash over the ear. 
Mr. Slevin is fi" years of age and it is 
doubtful if he will" recover. He was a cor- 
poral in the Police Department three or 
four vears ago, being placed on the pen- 
sion list.

A Dangerous Fire in the Heart 
of the Canadian 
City. 

ToROXTO.Ont., March 4. — Saturday nights' 
fire burned the three corners of Queen and 
Yonge streets before it was controlled. 
Loss $780,000. Three firemen were seri- 
ously injured during the fire and had to be 
taken to the hospital. 

At 12:o0 this morning the tire was dis- 
covered issuing from the windows of Rob- 
ert Simpson's six-story dry-goods store, on 
the corner of Queen and Yonge streets. 
The fire originated in the packing-room, 
and the flames rushing up the elevator 
shaft communicated almost instantly to 
every flat. 

The pressure from the mains was insuffi- 
cient to throw the water high enough, and, 
fanned by a light breeze, the fire ■ssas 
driven across Queen street to the north 
side. Jamieson's large tailoring establish- 
ment jWas soon in flames, which extended 
to the portions of Eaton's dry-goods estab- 
lishment, a department store, facing on 
Queen street, but were prevented from en- 
tering the main building. 

From Jamieson's the fire extended north 
to Sutcliffe's dry -goods store and burned it 
to the ground. The Imperial Bank, across 
the street, then caught tire, and destroyed 
the top flat of that building. Henderson's 
auction-room was next burned, while Buf- 
field's tailoring establishment and the 
Black Horse Hotel were gutted. Wanless' 
jewelry-store was destroyed and the flames 
communicated with Knox Church on 
Queen street, one of the oldest Presby- 
terian places of worship in the city. The 
spire was destroyed, falling with a crash, 
but the main body of the church was only 
slightly damaged. 

The fire raged on the east side of Yonge, 
south of Queen, and a vast square of stores 
was burned. The firemen did their best 
with the appliances at their disposal and 
finally checked the flames. Folio wine are 
the losses and insurances: K. Simpson 
lose $350,000, insurance $300,000; J. Wan-

Passage Into History of the 
Fifty-Third Con- 
gress. 



PRESIDING OFFICERS PRAISED 



Politics Laid Aside in Both 
Houses and a Love Feast 
Enjoyed. 



J ashisgtw, March 4.— At noon to-day, 
after a continuous session of forty-eight 
hours, interrupted by an occasional recess, 
the Hags above the Capitol were lowered 
and the Fifty-third Congress had passed 
into history. In the House the end was 
not marked or marred b'v anv unpleasant 
incident. All the anpropr iation bills were 
out of the way when the House convened 
at 8 o'clock this morning. The time was 
dwindled away until 11 o'clock, the only 
feature being a rather brisk debate on the 
results to follow from the projected mone- 
tary conference. The usual committee was 
sent to the President to inform him that 
Congress was ready to adjourn and the 
other formalities of the end of a Congress 
were gone through with. The concluding 
minutes were in the nature of a love feast. 
The best of feeling prevailed. The resolu- 
tion of thanks to the Speaker which came 
from the minority was offered to-day by 
Cannon in a very graceful speech, bearing 
testimony to the high appreciation in 
which the presiding otlicer was held by the 
Republican minority. 

Wilson of West Virginia responded on 
behalf of the majority, and Simpson of 
Kansas, representing the Populists, joined 
in the expression of thanks for the cour- 
tesies and kindnesses extended by the 
Speaker. All the kindly sentiments were 
applauded, and when Crisp himself as- 
cended the rostrum to return thanks and 
deliver his parting words the demonstra- 
tion was terriric. At the conclusion of his 
speech, just before declaring the House ad- 
journed, he appointed Culberson of Texas, 
Hitt of Illinois and himself as members of 
the monetary commission. His own ap- 
pointment was by resolution. 

As the Fifty-third Congress came to an 
end the doxology was sung by the corre- 
spondents in the press gallery. 

At 8 o'clock this morning when the House 
reconvened in its final session after a four-hour 
recess there were exactly eleven members on 
the floor. The Speaker was at his post. All 
looked tired and worn out. In the public gal- 
lery opposite the Speaker's gallery lounged a 
half-dozen belated visitors who had remained 
there all night, and in the private gallery a 
solitary female held the fort. She looked be- 
draggled, but was evidently determined to sit 
it out. Otherwise the hall was deserted. 

Baker (R.) of New Hampshire had the honor 
of passing the first bill of the final session. It 
was a bill to pay a war claim of Margaret Ken- 
nedy, amounting to ^4000. The husband of 
the beneficiary had been a well-known figure 
about the Capitol for years. Every morning he 
was to be found at one of the doors with his 
pocket full of apples dealing them out to mem- 
ben and appealing for votes for his bilL 

Pockety was in the watch tower looking after 
Uncle Sam's strong box, out he allowed several 
bills to go through by unanimous consent. One 
by one the members arrived and the galleries 
began to fill. At 9 o'clock Chairman Savers of 
Mr .approprlatfau committee entered the hall. 
Although he has been almost constantly at 
work for forty-eight hours, he was buoyant and 
of light step, overjoyed that the last appropria- 
tion bill had passed. 

Grosvenor (R.) of Ohio caused the first flurry 
by a sharp speech contending that the Repub- 
licans were the true friends of bimetallism. 
The repeal of the Sherman act two years ago, 
he said, had accomplished more than any other 
Influence to bring about the hopeful condition 
for silver we now observe the world over. He 
predicted great results from the proposed! mon- 
etary conference. 

Grosvenor's si*ech precipitated quite a stir 
among the silver men. They all rushed for- 
ward and appealed for recognition. Bryan 
(D.) of Nebraska managed to get the floor and 
indignantly resented the reflection made by 
Pence yesterday upon the silver men who 
favored this conference. lie was for free sil- 
ver, but he believed it the heightof folly for the 
I" lilted Slates not to join hands with other 
countries of the world if they were ready and 
w illing to join in the scheme for the remoneti- 
xation of silver. 

tnngley (R.) of Maine agreed with Grosvenor, 
contending with the European bimctallists 
that the single attempt of any country— the 
United States, France or Germany— to open its 
mints to the free coinage of silver, would 
swamp it and place it immediately on a silver 
basi-. 

Walker (R.) of Massachusetts, Wangcr ;R.) of 
Pennsylvania and Simpson (Pop.) of Kansas 
crowded in a few words before the debate was 
cutoflTatlO o'clock by a motion for a recess 
until 11 o'clock, fimpson made the point of 
no quorum. Meantime visitors had poured 
into the galleries until they were packed. On 
tiie floor all was confusion. Members chatted 
and laughed and bid each other good-by. 
Finally Simpson surrendered and a recess w as 
taken until 11 o'clock. 

At 11 o'clock, when the Houae reconvened, 
the noise In the galleries aud the confusion on 
the floor ceased. The usual committee, con- 
testing of Catchtngs of Mississippi, Outhwaitc 
of Ohio and Reed oi Maine, was appointed to 
Join a similar committee from the Senate and 
Inform the President that Congress was ready 
to adjourn. The Speaker appointed Rusk of 
Maryland, Meredith of Virginia aud Coffin of 
Maryland on the Committee of Accounts, to 
aerve during the recess. 

The committee appointed to wait on the 
President, with latching* as spokesman, then 
appeared aud informed the Speaker that the 
President had no further communication to 
make to Congress. 

At the conclusion of the love feast, when the 
resolution complimenting Speaker Crisp was 
passed and all the nice things said, the end 
came. The hands of the clock pointed to 12 
o'clock. "I now declare the third session of 
the Kifty-third Congress," said the dpeaker, 
"adjourned without day." 

The silver mace was lifted from its malachite 
pedestal, the flag above ttie Houae was low- 
ered, and amid cheers and catcalls from the 
galleries a rush was made for the doors. But 
from the press gallery came the sound of 
music. The newspaper correspondents were 
singing the doxology. "Praise God from whom 
all blessing*, flow." The spectators paused to 
listen and applaud and then, as the chorus 
ceased, pushed out and in a few minutes the 
hall was deserted. 

CLOSIXG HOUItS IX THE SEX ATE. 

Crowded Galleries and the Vsual Con- 
gratulatory Resolutions. 

Washington, March 4.— At noon tc-Jay 
the United States Senate closed its final 
session of the Fifty-third |('ongress amid 
crowded galleries, congratulatory resolu- 
tions, a parting word from President 
Cleveland and a brief valedictory from the 
Vice-President. 

The wonted dignity of the Senate was 
preserved to the end. except for the rush 
of business incident to the last hours of a 
session. The Senators were at work by B 
o'clock, after having remained in the 
chamber until 4 A. M. They clearly showed 
the fati;ue of the long session lasting from 
Saturday noon and their ranks were loo 
thin tip to 11 o'clock for the transaction of 
iiiy^iing beyond formal business. By 
;hat time there were few vacant scats on 
ic floor of the Senate and the galleries 



were literally packed, the crowds filling 
the Senate, pushing into the aisles and 
overflowing in long lines down the -orri- 
dors and stairways. 

Many members of the diplomatic corps 
occupied the gallery reserved for them. By 
10 o'clock the last formalities on the two 
remaining appropriation bills — naval and 
deficiency — were concluded, and the meas- 
ures started to the executive mansion. 
There was no disposition to take up new- 
business and two efforts to consider ques- 
tions affecting the Bering Sea were cut off 
by objections. 

A feature of the last moments of the 
session was the tumultuous laughter that 
greeted the announcement of Voorhees of 
the committee to wait on the President 
that the latter tendered his congratulations 
to Congress on the close of their labors. 
Vice-President Stevenson closed the ses- 
sion with a few well-chosen words, as he 
stated the work of the Fifty-third Con- 
gress passed into history. 

Cockrell, who as chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee has Dome a large part of 
the burden of the 48 hours of continuous 
struggle on the appropriation bills, was among 
the late arrivals. At 9:10, when the Senate 
proceedings were resumed, the Vice-President 
announced his signature to the naval appro- 
priation bill. It was the last formality before 
the taking of the last important measure to 
Uie President. 

At 9:40 the Vice-President announced his 
signature to the deficiency bill. This was the 
last of the appropriation bills, and thus all of 
the great measures for the Carrying on of the 
Government were either at the executive man- 
sion or on their way there. Little was done, 
unanimous consent having been given to con- 
fine the business to conference agreements. 

Then the Senators lapsed into Inaction, wait- 
ing for the concluding hour to arrive. 

At 10:15 Voorhees offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, for the appointment of a joint 
committee ol the two houses to wait upon the 
President of the United states and inform him 
that Congress, having completed its business, 
was ready to adjourn. The Vice-President 
named Voorhees and Sherman as the Seuate 
members of the committee. 

Morrill of Vermont here presented a graceful 
compliment to the Vice-President, who had 
temporarily left the chair, In the form of a 
resolution thanking him for the ability, dig- 
nity and impartiality with which he had ad- 
ministered the duties of presiding officer. 
There was a loud and unanimous adoption of 
the resolution. 

At ll:40ajoint re^ution was passed as to 
compensation to employes. A messenger 
dashed away with it in a race to get to the 
White House and secure the President's signa- 
ture within twenty minutes. 

The thanks of the Senate were expressed In a 
resolution offered by Manderson for the cour- 
tesy and impartiality with which Harris had 
served as President pro tem. of the Senate. 
Harris then took the chair and returned his 
thanks for the flattering resolution. 

At 12 minutes to 12 o'clock the last enrolled 
bill was reported to the Senate as signed by the 
Vice-President, but it seemed Impossible to get 
the executive signature in lime. 

Call vehemently insisted on a final vote on 
his Florida resolution. Aldrlch declared that 
a special committee, if appointed, will be for a 
political purpose alone. He moved an amend- 
ment that the Committee on Judiciary make 
the Investigation. Call excitedly denounced 
the statement of Aldrich concerning the politi- 
cal purposes of the inquiry. At this moment 
Voorhees and Sherman, the Senate committee 
to wait on the President, appeared at the door 
and announced that the President had no 
further communication to make. 

The Vice-President announced Senators 
Cockrell, Davis, Laniel, Gordon, Quay and 
Sherman as the members of the committee to 
take part in the dedication of theChk kamauga 
military park. The Vice-President rose as the 
clock pointed to two minutes to 12 for a part- 
ing word to the Senate. He said : 

"Senators, the hour has arrived, fixed by law, 
for the termination of this Congress. For the 
courtesy uniformly extended me and the reso- 
lutions just adopted my gratitude cannot be 
measured by words. I would do violence to 
my feelings if I failed to express my thanks to 
the officers of this body for the fidelity with 
which they have discharged their important 
duties and for their assistance and courtesy to 
the presiding officer. It only remains to make 
the official announcement that the Senate 
stands adjourned without day." 

As the last words were spoken by the Vice- 
President, being timed to conclude at 12, he 
brought his gavel down sharply and declared 
the session at an end. There was no demon- 
stration and no applause. Senators began bid- 
ding their adieus. The appearance of the 
chamber and the weary looks of worn-out Sen- 
ators were e vidence that the end h ad come.

Many 
of them decided cases of great importance. 
The interesting question whether the 

j conviction of a person by means of a de- 
coy letter is legal was passed upon in the 
case of one Grimme, convicted in Missouri 

i for dealing in obscene pictures. He an- 
swered a letter from the Postoffice In- 
spector which resulted in his conviction, 
and he appealed, complaining against the 
means by which it was secured. The 
court held that decoy letters were both 
morally and legallv justifiable.

a law; to amend an act providing tor the re-

Washington, March 4.— The Fifty-third 
will be remembered in Washington as 
"The Rump Congress." Everybody is 
disgusted with it and glad that it is gone. 
The Pacific Coast delegation is especially 
displeased because no action was takeii 
on the Nicaragua canal. In the 
House nothing was done for silver; 
the Wilson tariff almost paralyzed some 
of most important industries of California. 
The Senate ratified the new Chinese treaty, 
and, not conte nt with all the mischief, in 
the closing hours knocked out one of the 
new battle-ships, thereby sorely disapjxiint- 
ing Irving M. Scott, as it is not sure by any 
means that he will get one oi the con- 
tracts. 

English is disgruntled, too, because after 
repeated efforts he failed to get recognition j 
for Oakland's postotlice bill. The naval 
bill, as passed, also eliminates $250,000 for 
the Hartford, as well as a provision requir- 
ing one of the torpedo-boats to be built at 
Mare Island. 

Bowers was knocked out on his bill to 
provide mountain-stream motive power for 
Southern California electric lighting. 

Caminctti was defeated in his attempt to 
pass the mineral land classification bill. 
Geary is sore over the failure of the Nica- 
ragua bill, and Senator Perkins because the 
Hawaiian cable amendment was defeated.

CIVIL MARRIAGE DEMAXnEO. 

The Count and Countess Htdded a Srrond 
Time. 

New York, March 4.— The World to- 
morrow will say: No arrangements seem 
to have been made for the civil wedding 
previous to yesterday. In fact, it had been 
decided not to have a civil ceremony until 
nearly two hours after the religious serv- 
ices had been concluded by Archbishop 
Corrigan. 

At 2 P. M. George Gould telephoned to 
his attorney, Julien T. Da vies, saying in 
effect: "We have decided to have a civil 
marriage. Go immediately to the Court- 
house and ask a Judge to come up pre- 
pared to perform a marriage ceremony." 

This message caused great excitement in 
the law office. It was decided to ask Judge 
Miles Beach of the Court of Common Pleas, 
but the Judge was holding court and said 
it was out of the question for him to leave. 

Justice Andrews finally consented, and 
having the bench was driven rapidly to 
the 'ioiild home. When he arrived it "was 
3:30 o'clock, and the wedding partv was in 
a state of excitement for fear the plan to 
have a civil marriate might fall through, i 
Many of the guests had gone. 

At Justice Andrews' suggestion those 
remaining went upstairs to t lie sitting-room 
on the second floor, and there in the center 
of the room the simple cerenxony which 
declared the two man and wife a second 
time was performed. George and Helen 
Goutd, Attorney Garner and about half a 
dozen of the guests were witnesses. The 
bridesmaids and ushers were not present. 

The bride and bridegroom signed tne 
certificate hurriedly and departed. 



District of Massachusetts in the case of the 
National Cash Register Company against 
the Boston Cash Indicator and Record 
Company was reversed, the opinion by 
Justice Brown holding that the defend- 
ant's machine is an infringement on the 
National cash register. 

An interesting constitutional question 
was decided in the case of E. S. Emmert 
against the State of Missouri. The former 
was an agent or peddler of Singer sewing- 
machines. It was sought to make him pay 
a peddler's license. He refused, contend- 
ing that as the machines came from New 
Jersey, the license was a restriction on the 
constitutional right of interstate com- 
merce. The court held that being handled 
as a part of the local and domestic com- 
merce, they were no longer the subject of 
interstate traffic and were properly subject 
to the State police regulations. 

The Arkansas law of 1887, limiting pas- 
senger fares to 3 cents a mile and fixing a 
penalty of $300 for each overcharge, was 
sustained. 

In the case of the United States against 
George H. Pratt and Monroe Salisbury of 
California, to recover excessive payments 
made to them for carrying the mails, the 
action of the court below in dismissing the 
case was reversed. 

The conviction of Harry F. Batchcler, 
formerly president of the Lockgrowers* 
National Bank of Miles City, Mont., for 
embezzlement by the Circuit Court for the 
District of Montana, was reversed on the 
ground that the indictment was defective. 

The case of Bannon and Mulkey against 
the State of Oregon, the plaintiffs having 
been convicted with twenty-five others of 
conspiring to bring Chinese laborers into 
the State contrary to law, was decided. 

The chief allegation of plaintiffs in error 
was thai the indictment failed to aver that 
the act was feloniously done, hut the court 
held this was not good and sustained the 
lower court in the conviction.

It is urged that delegates to nominating 
conventions do not always represent the i 
views and wishes of the people sending 
them, and it has been decided that the 
people in their own name shall name I 
their candidates.

James D. Phelan Makes the 
Highest Bid in the Pro- 
bate Court. 



The Ryer estate property at Market and 
Stockton streets was sold yesterday to 
.lames D. Phelan for $501,000, as he" was 
the highest bidder before Judge Slack in 
the Superior Court. 

At an auction held January 23 Mr. 
Phelan bid $451,000, at which figure bid- 
ding stopped. This was regarded low. as 
the property had been appraised at $500,- 
000. But the sale was subject to confirma- 
tion by the Probate Court, ana a bid of 10 
per cent higher would be considered and 
accepted. 

About a week ago this offer came from 
Adolph Spreckels, who raised the bid to 
$196,150. 

Attorney Gal pin, representing the Phelan 
estate, contended last Saturday that the 
court was not authorized to receive the 
raised bid because it came in too late to 
be regular. 

Quite a different view was taken by T. B. 
Bishop, counsel for Mr. Spreckels, who 
held that the court had power to confirm 
the bid. Judge Slack reserved his decision 
until yesterday afternoon, when the court- 
room was filled with people interested in 
the contest.

While he had a wide ac- 
quaintance and popularity in the guard 
through personal qualities that made him 
socially liked and respected, his reputation 
rested on bis being one of the crack shots 
in the militia. 

This reputation he lias upheld in num- 
berless contests and his gold sharpshooters' 
bars and his other trophies were many. 
One year he won the second of the three 
State decorations given yearly after a spe- 
cial contest among officers and privates 
who attain a certain high percentage. Dur- 
ing recent years his company has been one 
of the four or rive crack companies in rifle-

Wagon-Loads of Grain Stolen 
and Sold at Sacrifice 
Prices. 



Two of the Receivers in Prison. 
Warrants Out for/the 
Others. 



Grainmen and mill-owners have suffered 
considerable loss by the depredations of 
thieves, who have been stealing wagon- 
loads of grain from the seawall. 

Yesterday morning A. F. Hinz of the 
firm of Hinz <fc Plagenian, proprietors of 
the Yolo mills, 120 Mission street, swore 
out w arrants in Judge Joachimsen's court 
for the arrest of Amos Cole on three charges 
of grand larceny, and Luigi, John and 
Phillip Cadarella, provision-dealers, 102 
Second street, on three charges of receiving 
stolen goods. The three brothers are in 
partnership. 

Cole works around the 6eawall, and has 
been taking advantage of his position to 
cart away loads of grain and sell it for 
whatever he could get. The particular 
charges against him arose out of recent 
stealings. Last Thursday he hired an ex- 
press wagon and stole "two loads of oats, 
seventy-flve sacks altogether, worth $80. 
He sold them to the Cadarella brothers, 
who in turn disposed of them at consider- 
able profit to different expressmen. 

On Friday last Cole stole twenty-live 
sacks of wheat, worth $.55, and sold them 
to the Cadarella Bros, for $11. The 
Cadarellas sold the wheat the same day to 
the Del Monte mills on Brannan street, 
near Second, for $-7 30. The wheat and 
oats belonged to Hinz & Plagenian. 

Detectives Dillon, Crockett and Smith 
arrested John and Phillip Cadarella yes- 
terday afternoon and booked them at the 
City Prison. They have not yet found 
Luigi or Cole, but expect to have' them be- 
hind the bars very soon. 

The detectives say that the Cadarellas 
also bought twelve sacks of corn stolen by 
Cole from the seawall, which they sold to 
the Del Monte mills. Thev are looking 
for the owner of the corn. They have re- 
covered fifteen sacks of the oats stolen 
from an expressman and expect to be able 
to recover several more sacks.

shooting and he has participated in all its 
matches, including the big tournament at 
Sacramento a year or so ago, and the late 
match with the Carson City Guards. Dur- 
ing the last three or four years he kept out 
of his company contests for special prizes 
to give the others a better chance, but 
acted as coach to the rifle team, and to his 
work the record of his company is largely 
due. 

The deceased was a carriage-finisher by 
trade. In 1S79 he went to Honolulu and 
until his return to San Francisco in 1888 
he was captain of Company Bof the Hono- 
lulu Rifles, lie was a personal friend of 
the late King Kalakaua and he was a 
much bigger man in the military affairs of 
the little kingdom then than his official 
rank indicated. He wasactivc in the revo- 
lution of 188", when his house was for a 
season military headquarters. At the time 
he received from the King a gold medal 
for producing the best drilled company in 
the battalion, and when he left a hand- 
some diamond souvenir attested the regard 
of his associates. 

It has not before been known that his 
military record there led to an invitation 
from the present republican Government 
last September to return and assume an 
important military command. The offer 
was accepted and his passage arranged 
when tne advice of a physician that he 
would not long survive in that climate 
caused him to give up the plan. 

Bright's disease, contracted in Honolulu, 
was the cause of death. The deceased 
turned out with his company during the 
strike last July and the exposure he en- 
dured at Sacramento caused a rapid de- 
cline and hastened his death. 

Mrs. Unger, who survives him and who 
is known here as an artist, was married to 
him in Honolulu. His family is an old 
Californian one, several members of which 
have been well known here. A sister, 
once known as "Kittie" Vnger, was an 
opera singer, and died about two vearsago 
in New \ork. His brother, Frank I'nger, 
is now traveling with Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Gillig.

EBB OF THE LICK TRUST. 

Fair's Death Delayed It, but 
All Is Now Ready for 
Winding Up. 



With a Transfer of Some Money 
•the Trust Will Soon Be 
No More. 



The Lick trustees are at last ready and 
waiting to disband, in a few weeks at 
most they will ask the Superior Court to 
approve their accounts and discharge them. 
When that is done there will be no Lick 
trust any more, and after having had one to 
criticize for nineteen long years the public 
may feel a slight sense of goneness. 

The trust would probably have been dis- 
solved by this time if James G. Fair had 
not died. Fair bought the Lick House of 
the trustees for $1,250,000, giving mortgages 
for a large part of the price. The trustees 
were satisfied with the mortgage, and when- 
ever they wanted money they got it of 
Fair. Just before Fair's death they wanted 
about $100,000, which he agreed to let 
them have. They wanted to hand over to 
the trustees of the Lich School of Mechan- 
ical Arts the balance of their $540,000, 
amounting to $74,500, and then they would 
have been through with all the many 
benevolent and monumental enterprises 
that James Lick entrusted to their care. 

When the school gets its money all re- 
maining to be done worth considering will 
be to hand over to the residuary legatees, 
the Pioneers and the Academy of Sciences, 
what is left. The trustees want to get 
money on a mortgage from the Fair ex- 
ecutors, and when that is done the books 
of the Lick trust will be closed at last. 

There is no promise of any formalities or 
any celebration when the end comes. The 
three remaining trustees, C. M. Plum, E. 



B. Mastick and George Schonewald are 
none of them just now well enough to en- 
jov even a real big dinner. 

The trust now has on hand $1000 in cash, 
a mortgage on the Lick House for $280,000, 
a mortgage from William Banning for 
$!1S,348, and smaller mortgages for $11,000. 
The trustees also hold a mortgage for $400,. 
000, given by the Academv of Sciences, and 
one of $300,000 from the Pioneers, but these 
represent advances out of the residue which 
would go to these societies in the end, and 
these accounts are mere matters of book- 
keeping. 

The trustees are ready to hand over to 
the Lick Observatory just $68 16, which is 
all of the $700,000 given for the telescope 
not yet paid out. The trustees of the Lick 
school have received a mortgage on the 
Bidwell ranch for $350,000 and will get 
$74,554 87 as soon as possible. Taxes and 
the costs of final settlement are all else re- 
maining to be paid until the residuary 
legatees are told to take what is left. This 
residue will be considerably over $1,000,000, 
and will be divided equally between the 
two societies. One has received in ad- 
vance $40u.uoo anil the other $300,000. It is 
now figured out that the Pioneers will soon 
receive $212,526 and the Academy of Sci- 
ences $91,348. 

When James Lick's son was compro- 
mised with for $535,0011 in 1878 the trustees 
estimated that the estate would fail to 
carry out all the legacies by $500,000. 
Accumulated interest and increase of 
values during so many years have provided 
money for every bequest and left a surplus 
of over $1,000 ,000. 

HE KNEWJTHE CUSTOM. 

Smart Trick Playe.l Upon a Saloon- 
Keeper's Wife. 

A smart trick was played upon John 
Muirhead, proprietor of a saloon under the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, yesterday mor"ing. 
Mr. and Mrs. Muirhead have apartments 
in the St. Nicholas. It is the custom of 
the night bartender after closing up to take 
a sack containing the night's receipts to 
their rooms, and the day bartender before 
opening each morning calls for it.

Business Publications for Gratuitous 
Distribution Not Free of Duty. 

G. W. Black, customs agent of the Grand 
Trunk Railway lines west of St. Clair Tun- 
nel, imported at Port Huron, Mich., a lot 
of railroad pamphlets, time-tables, 
schedules of fares and other advertising 
matter descriptive of the railroad he repre- 
sents. Tne Collector at Port Huron as- 
sessed duty at 26 percent under the general 
term. ' Printed matter," as provides in the 
new tariff. 

Mr. Black claims the articles were for 
free distribution and therefore entitled to 
entry free of duty tinder the free list of the 
new tariff as "publications of individuals 
for gratuitous private circulation." and 
accordingly appealed the case to the Board 
of United States General Appraisers. 

The board has decided against Mr. Black 
and holds that publications by business 
concerns, imported by corporations for use 
of employes, do not "fall within the terms 
of the above provision of the free list.

Jackson street. He is the husband of 
Cator's first wife, who secured a divorce 
from the politician eight years ago. With 
Mr. and Mrs. Hervey are three children, 
the result of Cator's first marriage. These 
children were the innocent cause of the 
trouble between the two men. 

The argument between Cator and Her- 
vey was over the payment of some bills 
contracted to maintain and educate the 
children. 

Cator went to the Hervey residence Sun- 
day evening at a time when Mr. and Mrs.

The New Owner of the Maison 
Doree Is Looking After 
a Manager. 



How Money Was Made and Lost 
in the Once Popular 
Resort. 



That old haunt of the epicures, the Mai- 
son Doree, on Kearny street, may soon be 
opened again and once more the place be- 
hind the counter be occupied by a smiling 
boniface, instead of the Sheriff's keeper 
and the representatives of the lawyer who 
came into ownership on a chattel mort- 
gage- 
It all depends on whether the owner 
of the building can be brought to terms as 
to rent, and whether the right man can be 
found to manage the restaurant for Daniel 
Suter, the owner, who is holding with the 
Sheriff a sort of dual possession. 

All the attachments of the creditors have 
been released, as they had no claim in face 
of Sitter's chattel mortgage, and he is 
wondering why the Sheriff has a man 
there at all, unless it is for the sake of the 
fees. He sayB that it cannot be for the 
sake of the creditors of Luigi Loney, who 
is out at his house on Buchanan street, be- 
sieged by the norde of cooks and waiter! 
who lost their places and some back pay. 

Suit will be brought in a few days" to 
oust the Sheriff, some obstructions m the 
way of technical underbrush is to be cleared 
away, and then if the rent is arranged and 
the right man found the Maison Doree 
will again be a resort of the jeunesse doree. 

But all the old-timers say that never will 
lie found again a Bertha Tschurr. It was 
she who made the old Maison Doree what 
it was, and she alone of all the proprietors 
saved a fortune. When her husband and 
Leon Dingeon opened the place in the 
early seventies it was Dingeon who was 
always spoken of as the host, but she was 
the business head— the typical French busi- 
ness woman such as may be seen in any 
of the 1'arisian restaurants. Dingeon went 
into stocks in the days when his best 
patrons were making fortunes in a day 
during the bonanza excitements, and he 
lost all, but remained for a time with the 
restaurant on a salary. Tschurr died, and 
in time Bertha, now wealthy chose from 
her many suitors handsome Flavian Ber- 
ton, the chef. In eight months she died, 
leaving him and her two children $140,000 
in equal shares 1 . 

Luigi Loney became the proprietor, but 
the management was not as of old and the 
Palace and California hotels began to draw 
away the banquet business. Cud wig and 
others cut into the catering trade. John 
Somali opened the Maison Riehe and ran 
it on the same lines as the Maison Doree. 
Bad times came to Luigi Loney, and now 
he is worried to death by a horde of em- 
ployes clamoring for thc"ir pay, which he 
has not to give them, and he says that they 
should show him some consideration — 
these men who lived on the best to be had, 
and were allowed to do much as they 
pleased with the Maison Doree. 

DOWN FOB REPAIRS. 

The Ferryboat Solano Towed From Port 
Costa by the Rescue. 

The big ferryboat Solano was towed down 
from Port Costa yesterday by the tug Res- 
cue and docked at Oakland long wharf for 
repairs. The vessel has been plying be- 
tween Port Costa and Benicia for many 
years, carryine trains to and fro, and is 
perhaps one of the best-known craft of her 
kind in the world. 

Last week one set of her engines broke 
down completely, and she has been brought 
here to be thoroughly renovated, over- 
hauled and repaired. How long this work 
will take is not known. While the vessel 
is laid up the overland train will travel 
over the Stockton route, and passengers 
from the Snisun and Sacramento vallevs 
will come down by wav of Vallejo, there 
being no vessel on the bay fitted to take 
the Solano's place. 



Hervey were at the California - street 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Hervey is 
director of the chorus choir, of which Mrs. 
Hervey is a member. Upon the return of 
Hervey and his wife from the church Cator 
accused Hervey of being exceedingly an- 
tagonistic to him, and soon became very 
much excited. He drew his revolver and 
threatened to shoot Hervey, who ran into 
a rear room, and, being chased by Cator, 
he ran downstairs and into the street with- 
out his hat. 

Hervey found Officer Langford, and 
when tlie latter went upstairs he heard 
Cator talking in a loud voice about what he 
would do. 

Laneford searched the orator, and as he 
took the revolver awav Cator wept. Ser- 
geant Monahan and Hervey went upstairs 
and again Cator wept. He begged Hervey 
not to file any charges against nim. Her- 
vey was willing to grant the request, but 
Sergeant Monahan would not acquiesce. 
He placed Cator under arrest. 
f» Then came the peculiar scene of an in- 
tended victim rusliing about to get bonds 
to save his would-be slayer from spending 
the night in jail. Cator was taken in the 
patrol wagon to the Polk-street police sta- 
tion. Hervey accompanied him there. 
Hervey found Clerk O'Brien of Judge 
Campbell's court and O'Brien accepted the 
proffered bond. Hervey could find no one 
to go on the bond with him so he hastened 
to his own residence, and in a few minutes 
Mr. and Mrs. Hervey had furnished bail 
for Cator. 

When the case was called in Judge 
Campbell's court yesterday morning Her- 
vey arose and stated that he did not desire 
to "prosecute Cator. Judge Campbell asked 
if he had sworn to a complaint. Hervey 
replied that he had not and that he would 
not do so. 

Cator then said: "Judge, this is simply 
a jangle between two brothers-in-law over 
business matters. I feel ashamed of what 
I did, and for the sake of the family I be- 
lieve the least said the better." 

Judge Campbell dismissed the case. 

Cator and Hervey left the courtroom to- 
gether and Cator promised to settle the 
bills and to never step inside, the Hervey 
residence again, even to see his children. 

The causes which led up to the at- 
tempted shooting run back over a period 
of more than ten years. Cator first became 
known to fame in" Jersey City in 18S2. when 
he received the nomination of the Anti- 
Monopolists to run for the Assembly. He 
ran on the Democratic ticket and sur- 
prised every one by defeating a strong 
Republican railroad attorney in a 
district ih which the monopolists 
were powerful. This secret was explained 
when a vote was taken in the Assembly 
on an important railroad question. Cator 
voted with the railroad forces. His vote 
would have carried or defeated the bill. 
Two years later Cator was re-elected As- 
semblyman, running on the Republican 
ticket. All this time Cator had been a 
strong advocate of temperance. His wife 
was pleased with that part of his course 
untilCator began to go home after dallying 
with the rosy god. in 1886 he seemed the 
nomination on the Republican ticket as 
State Senator, but was defeated. While 
making his campaign his conduct became 
obnoxious and his wife left him, taking 
with her the three children. 

For a year or two Cator was unheard of. 
He was iater discovered at Methodist camp 
meetings, and he led such a blameless life 
that the friends he had once betrayed be- 
lieved that he had reformed. They de- 
cided to run him for office again. The Re- 
publicans nominated him in I88S. By 
political manipulating he secured the in- 
dorsement of the Democrats, the Pro- 
hibitionists and even of his old-time 
friends the Anti-Monopolists. But the gen- 
eral public had no faith in Cator's refor- 
mation. They put up an independent 
candidate, and with all his nominations 
Cator was beaten three to one. He then 
left Jersey City and went to New York. 
From there he came to San Francisco. 

In the meantime Mrs. Cator No. I se- 
cured a divorce. She did not want any 
public trial, so she resorted to a plan agrce"- 
able to Cator. Sho compromised by allow- 
ing him to take $50,000 worth of Jersey 
City property. He allowed the divorce to 
go by default. By the terms of the agree- 
ment Mrs. Cator was to have the children, 
but Cator was to contribute to their sup- 
port. It is his failure to do this which 
caused the trouble Sunday night. Cator 
married again shortly after his divorce. 

His divorced wife came to this city. She 
knew how much property he had and how- 
well he could afford to contribute to the 
support of the children. She watched his 
political career here, and knowing what 
expenses she had footed for him in his 
campaigns in Jersey City, she was patient. 

Cator got into politics about as soon as 
he landed here. He was first known to 
the public by his Fourth of Julv oration in 
1890. In the fall of that year"hc ran for 
Congress in the Fourth District. John T. 
Cutting was alie Republican nominee, Rob- 
ert Ferral the Democratic, and Cutor rep- 
resented the Reform Democracy and the 
American party. It was believed" Cator ran 



in order to take votes from Ferral. The 
local Democracy did not encourage Cator 
much, so he became a Populist, and in 1892 
| announced himself in favor of Mairuire for 
Congress until C. 0. Alexander was put up 
by the Republicans, when Cator switched 
from Maguire and put a People's party 
candidate to take votes from Maguire. The 
plan failed. 

In the past campaign Cator hoped that 
by securing the indorsement of the Popu- 
lists for United States Senate he might 
control the balance of power to his own 
benefit. The plan failed. With the elec- 
tion over, and Cator's chances for replen- 
ishing his pocket-book gone, his ex-wife 
began to press her claims. Hervey, her 
present husband, also took part ih the 
pressing. He remembered how friendly 
Cator had been at the time of the mar- 
riage of Hervey and Mrs Cator No. 1. as 
Cator went so far as to attend the wed- 
ding. So he believed he might have the 
right to remind Cator of his obligations. 
He was mistaken, however, as Cator went 
to the Hervey residence with a revolver 
with the intent to punish the importuners.

FOTERTY STOPS THE COUNT. 



Allen's Attorney Says the Ex- 
pense Is Too Much for 
His Client. 



Over Half Glynn's Lead Ab- 
sorbed in About Hal?*the 
Precincts. 



The contest of James B. Allen for th? 
position of Recorder nearly dickered out 
yesterday morning, and unless the con- 
testant finds financial backing by the time 
court is called to-day, the case will be 
dropped entirely. Allen has not the money 
to proceed, as he stated to the court yester- 
day, and lacking their fees, of course the 
officials of the recount cannot continue 
their work. 

It was somewhat of a surprise to all con- 
cerned when E. S. Salomon, who repre- 
sents Mr. Allen, addressed the court as 
soon as it convened, and announced that 
his client was compelled to withdraw. 
However much Mr. Allen might wish to 
continue with the case, counsel said, he 
could not stand the expense of $25 a day 
which it entailed, and he would therefore 
have to surrender his case. "Victory is 
almost within our grasp," continued Mr. 
Salomon, "for already we have gained 
much more than half what is needed to seat 
Mr. Allen, and there is still nearly half the 
city to be gone over. I am satisfied that if 
we pursue the case to the end the result 
would be the placing of Mr. Allen in the 
position which Mr. Glynn now holds." 

In speaking as he did Salomon dis- 
claimed any intention of accusing Glynn 
of complicity in the ffiuids which he said 
had robbed his client of the office to which 
he had fairly been elected. 

Mr. Burke, who represents Glynn in the 
contest, expressed himself as being anx- 
ious to continue the count to a finish, for, 
he said, if there were any more frauds to 
be unearthed, it was just as much to 
Glynn's interest to have them unearthed 
as to the interests of Allen. He did not 
think, however, that the recount would 
change the result a particle. 

Judge Murphy was not quite willing to 
have tne matter dropped in view of the 
statement made by Salomon, for, said he, 
it is bad enough to have the frauds going 
on without having a victorious man beaten 
by them when he has it almost within his 
power to overthrow them. He suggested 
that Allen's counsel consider the matter 
a little more and he offered to continue 
the count until the morning to give them 
time. This suggestion was acted upon 
and so this morning will decide the matter 
one way or the other whether Allen will 
continue on to the end or whether he will 
forego the possibilities contained in the 
uncounted precincts and abandon the fight 
when he has it more than half won.

ABOLISH THE CO MMISSION, 

There is yet time for the Legislature be- 
fore it adjourns to adopt 8 constitutional 
amendment for submission to the people 
abolishing the Railroad Commission. 
There is no longer any excuse for its ex- 
istence. It has been tried and found want- 
ing. The practical experience of fifteen 
years has fully confirmed the prediction, 
made when that clause of the new consti- 
tution was under consideration, that the 
commission would be rather in the interest 
of the railroads than of the people. En- 
dowed by constitutional provision with 
ample powers to regulate rates and enforce 
its mandates, it has signally failed to use 
its powers for the benefit of the people. 
Each successive election has blasted the 
hope of relief. One commission can hardly 
be said to have been better or worse than 
another because all have been alike use- 
less, or worse than useless. 

Whether or not wholesale railway regu- 
lation by commission is possible is not ger- 
mane to this issue. It may be conceived 
that a commission composed of honest 
men, thoroughly acquainted with railroad 
matters, and endowed with required 
powers, might be able to regulate trans- 
portation in a way that would be just to 
the railroads and beneficial to the public. 
Such a commission we have never secured, 
and there is no probability that we ever 
will under present methods. Whatever 
else may be done the first thing necessary 
is to break up the present arrangement by 
a constitutional amendment. 

The only argument worth a moment's 
notice that has been brought forward in 
favor of retaining the commission is that 
its abolition would throw the whole detail 
of railroad regulation upon the Legisla- 
ture. Cndoubtedly that would result in a 
biennial crop of cinch-bills, and an in- 
creased activity of the railroad lobby at 
Sacramento, but there is no necessity for 
any such result. The constitution lays 
down broad lines for the control of railroad 
corporations. The fundamental law and 
the courts can protect the public from 
imposition better, at least, than it has 
been done by the commission. 

But beyond this the people have their 
remedy in their own hands. The exist- 
ence of the Railroad Commission and de- 
pendence thereon for railroad regulation 
has been largely responsible for the failure 
to apply that remedy. All that is wanted 
is that the railroad should furnish trans- 
portation from point to point on equal 
terms to all applicants and at the lowest 
rates that will pay operating expenses and 
a reasonable profit on the actual invest- 
ment. Can any law be framed or commis- 
sion constituted which will do that as well 
as a competing line? 

Perhaps the best proof of this, if any be 
needed, is in the experience of the 
operation of the interstate commerce 
law in connection with traffic between 
competing points. There has never 
been any difficulty about keeping rates 
down in such cases. The trouble has 
been to prevent infraction of the law 
by making rates higher between non-com- 
peting way points than between com- 
peting terminals. Even where two or 
more railroad systems combine the com- 
petitive principle is ever present and active 
in influencing the terms of combination. 

We are now about entering upon an era 
of railroad building and operation by the 
people and for the people. The organiza- 
tion of the new valley road will insure its 
maintenance as a competing line. So far 
as it goes there will be no trouble about 
regulating the rates of the Southern Pacific. 
The same method of regulation should be 
extended throughout the State. It will be 
so extended if the people will make up 
their minds to help themselves instead of 
relying upon a commission which bas 
brought them nothing but disappointment. 
Pass the amendment abolishing the com- 
mission through the Legislature and by 
the time it can be submitted to the people 
and become the law we will be on the high 
road to regulation of fares and freights by 
the natural and indefeasible law of com- 
petition. 



gation. They have worked hard to do I 
nothing, and next to accomplishing fore- 
closure, that was the best possible result. 
Our people can breathe freely for a while 
and work up sentiment in favor of fore- 
closure by the next Congress. The people 
of the I'nited States must be educated to 
understand that the gain or loss of a few 
millions of dollars to the Federal Govern- 
ment is a small matter in comparison with 
the importance of relieving the communi- 
ties from the Pacific Coast to the Missouri 
River from carrying for fifty years longer 
the load of fictitious capitalization and 
corporate exploitation under which they 
have groaned and sweated for over a quar- 
ter of a century. 

In many other respects Congress has 
done those things it ought not to have 
done and has not done those things it 
should have done. It has left a plentiful 
residue of business to be cleared up by the 
next Congress — at least it has demon- 
strated that Democracy cannot be trusted 
with constructive work. The party has 
signally displayed its inability to handle 
large public questions in a practical man- 
ner. 



AROUND THE CORRIDORS. 



As the Czar is reported to have joined 
the triple alliance, it appears the Prince of 
Wales is hardly more fortunate at dip- 
lomacy than at baccarat.

The judicious expenditure of $-3,000,000 
in improving and extending the streets 
and sewers would be worth to the city five 
times the money in a few years. 

The coining of spring will bring rose fes- 
tivals and carnivals of pleasure to Califor- 
nia, while to the East it will bring the 
breaking up of ice gorges, inundations and 
blizzards. 

It is significant of ihe growing strength 
of bimetallism that the closing hours of 
Congress were marked by a hot debate as 
to whether the Republican, the Demo- 
cratic or the Populist party was the best 
friend of silver.

A prominent cotton manufacturer in 
Georgia says the reason N'ew England mills 
are moving South is not because of the 
natural advantages of that section, but be- 
cause labor disturbances in New England 
have made manufacturing too risky to be 
profitable. 



The announcement that Germany is get- 
ting ready to celebrate the opening of the 
canal from the Baltic to the North Sea will 
increase the impatience of the people of 
this country for the coming of the time 
when we shall celebrate the opening of the 
Nicaragua canal. 

The prompt responsiveness of the people 
of all sections of the State to every well- 
considered enterprise is one of the best 
auguries of coming prosperity. When 
people are sufficiently confident of success 
to work for it with ardor, success is nearly 
always achieved. 

Senators Teller, Jones and Daniel and 
Congressmen Crisp. Hitt and Culberson 
form the American commission to the pro- 
posed monetary conference ; and while it 
would have been easy to make a stronger 
commission had the majority been in the 
hands of Republicans, it is nevertheless a 
fairly satisfactory one and represents the 
silver sentiment of the country. 

The constitutional convention which 
assembled at Salt Lake yesterday is the 
seventh attempt to form a State constitu- 
tion for Utah. The others failed because 
Congress was not prepared to admit the 
Territory. Now, however, there is clear 
sailing ahead and the members of the 
>*»sent convention may be reasonably 
mire that their work will be approved and 
Utah will take its place among the States 
of the Union. 



OUR SHAEE IN NAVY BUILDING. 

California is particularly interested in 
the naval appropriation bill as finally 
passed to the extent of one torpedo-boat, 
and possibly further than that. The bill 
provides for four such boats, of which one 
is to be built here. It will cost something 
over $100,000. The original proposition 
was for twelve torpedo-- boats and 
three battle - ships. That was modified 
to two battle-ships, four torpedo craft and 
six light, composite gunboats. The 
change is in the direction of an improved 
i cruising service for ordinary police pur- 
poses with diftiinished fighting capability. 
Presumably some of the gunboats will 
| be built here. They are of more use in 
I Pacific waters than elsewhere. Being of 
composite construction, that is with steel 
frames and wooden sheathing, coppered, 
they will not collect barnacles and other 
sea growth like steel vessels, will seldom 
need docking, and can stay indefinitely on 
service along the Mexican and South 
American coasts, at the islands and in 
China. They are just what is needed on 
this station, and we should have the 
building of several of them. 

One of the battle-ships should also, by 
rights, be constructed and stationed here. 
We have now but one, the Oregon, besides 
the coast-defense monitors Monterey and 
Monadnock. In the East there are, build- 
ing or completed, three first class battle- 
ships, two second class, two powerful 
armored cruisers, four monitors and a 
steel-clad ram. There is more work fur 
light cruisers and more likelihood of work 
for armored ships on the Pacific than on 
the Atlantic. Aside from possible compli- 
cations with the turbulent Latin-American 
countries. Hawaii, Samoa and the Orient, 
the Bering Sea patrol draws off the larger 
part of our cruisers every summer. 

It is important that Government con- 
struction should be provided to keep in 
working-trim the navy-building plants on 
San Francisco Bay. The Mare Island 
Navy-yard should also he given a chance 
to compete with private enterprise in 
building, instead of being- maintained as a 
mere repair-shop. It is worth while to pay 
a trine more for construction for the sake 
of keeping up the efficiency of Pacific 
Coast navy-building facilities. 



BONDING THE CITY. 

The proposal to bond the city for 
If 'i.OUU.OOO, or at least for a sum sufficient to 
carry out the needed improvement and 
extension of the streets, sidewalks and 
sewers, hardly needs anything more than 
a fair consideration to win the approval of 
all men who have true ideas of economy 
in regard to municipal affairs. 

Streets, sewers and sidewalks are essen- 
tial matters to public welfare. A well- 
paved street is about the best business 
investment a community can make. Good 
paving means a saving on every load that 
is hauled over it, and in a city where the 
traffic is so large as that of San Francisco 
the aggregate saving in this way for a year 
would, amount to an enormous sum. There 
is hardly any part of our street paving that 
is up to date. The cobblestone system 
has been abandoned in every progressive 
metropolis years ago and may now lie 
almost regarded as a relic of barbarism. 
By substituting for it a bituminous pave- 
ment the improvement would be as great 
as that which was achieved when the cob- 
blestones were first laid on the sand hills 
or on the clay roads. 

Improved sidewalks and improved sewers 
would be not less beneficial than Improved 
streets, though, of course, they would not 
result in the monetary saving to traffic. 
Improvement in the one, however, would 
add to the health and enjoyment of Un- 
people and the other would greatly aug- 
ment their comfort and convenience. In 
all progressive cities the importance of 
these things has been recognized, and no 
small part of the best energies of the mu- 
nicipal government has been employed in 
extending and improving them in every 
way. 

In undertaking the work of stich im- 
provements San Francisco would waste no 
money in experimenting. The experi- 
ments have all been made In other cities. 
We would have only to adopt what experi- 
ence has shown to be the best system for 
street and sidewalk paving and sewer con- 
struction and go ahead with the work. 
The bonds issued to obtain the necessary 
money would be taken at a very low rate 
of interest. This is proven by the eagerness 
of capitalists in taking up every loan that 
has been offered by any city of note during 
the past year. The time, in fact, is propi- 
tious for the work in every respect. Money 
is cheap, labor is abundant, city politics is 
on a good business basis, and the growing 
spirit of public enterprise renders every 
project for municipal improvement more 
popular than ever before. 



The project which is now being -worked 
up in Boston, New York and Chicago to 
form colonies to settle the West is worth 
watching by the Board of Trade and simi- 
lar bodies in the various counties of Cali- 
fornia. If the colonies are to be composed 
of persons to have sufficient means to 
achieve success inducements might he 
offered for them in this State, but if the 
scheme is simply a plan to rid the Eastern 
cities of penniless people we ought to see 
to it that our State is not made the dump- 
ing ground for them. 



HOW NOT TO DO IT. 

The session of Congress just closed is re- 
markable chiefly for what it has not done. 
It has not passed the Nicaragua canal bill 
that everybody wanted. We may blame 
Speaker Crisp more than any one else for 
that. The Democratic majority and the 
administration might have atoned for 
many blunders and shortcomings by put- 
ting that through. Now a Republican 
Congress will get the credit for such legis- 
lation next winter. 

Nothing has been done on the financial 
question, which is probably the best that 
could be expected of a Democratic ma- 
jority hopelessly at sea on that subject. 
Perhaps before the next session the way to 
efficient action may be made clearer by- in- 
ternational conference or the natural course 
of financial events. 

For the masterly inactivity in the mat- 
ter of refunding the Pacific Railroad debts 
we may ohieBy credit the California dele-

Never before 
in the history of the world did a State or nation 
undertake to crush out one of its chief indus- 
tries.— Hacerville Democrat. 

What right has any member of the Legisla- 
tu re to demand any contest expenses from the 
taxpayers?

One makes and 
the other executes the laws. The legislator 
runs for office for what there is in it and so 
does the County Assessor; but if the Assessor 
has a contest he has to pay his own expenses, 
and so should the legislator.— Lodi Sentinel.

Mr. McDonald opened his watch and closed 
it with a snap, alter which he continued:

"Tnen you are probably a good Judge of 
w— ?" put in a bystander.

There'" another great sec- 
tion of the United States. I was born there 
and—" 

'Probably knew Breckinridge," suggested

"Yes, I did; and though he didn't do Just 
what a thoroughbred Kentucky gentleman 
would have done, he is a fairly good spoat, and 
I've got a whole lot of sympathy for him. How- 
ever, that's nothing to do with wasting a day 
in San Francisco. You folks break more en- 
gagements here than in any other town in the 
I'nited Slates. Yes, two to one; and you are 
too slow to get out of the fog." 

Mr. McDonald was one of California's Com- 
missioners to the World's Fair. He got in a 
hurry trying to run away from the midway 
and has not got over it yet. 

There was a small brown-faced man sitting 
in the writing-room of the Occidental yester- 
day looking reflectively at half a dozen letters 
before him, all of which bore the postmark of 
the City of Mexico. The gentleman was Mr. 
Milton Caldwell, known from Guatemala down 
and around to Vera Cruz as a man looking for 
onyx mines equal to those near Kspcranza. 
Mr. Caldwell has spent years on the Mexican 
railways, and knows the Interoceanic Railway 
from the City of Mexico to Johutla in the 
"tierra ealienle." 

"There seems," said he, "to be considerable 
blame being laid upon John Kaufcr, the en- 
gineer of the Amecuameca-bound train that 
was wrecked the other day. Now I knew the 
man, whose name Is not Naufer, but Knauf, 
when he was a fireman on the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Railway, long before he 
went to Mexico, and I do not believe it possible 
that the accident was due to his recklessness. 
There never was a railway accident yet in Mex- 
ico where the blame was not iaid upon the en- 
gineer, if he was an American as most of them 
are. All Mexicans of the average class hate 
Americans, and I have known American pas- 
senger engineers to be shunted into Belem 
prison without a chance to communicate with 
any friends, when all the people on the train 
knew that the native engineer on a freight 
train preceding the passenger was responsi- 
ble. 

"Knauf has been running on the Inter- 
oceanic road since its early days, and whether 
blameless or not would be blamed If running 
the train, the wrecking of which caused so 
many deaths. The snubbing received by the 
United States the other day when Secretary 
Gresham was too anxious to arbitrate between 
Mexico and Guatemala shows the spirit of that 
country toward us, and it Is this same spirit 
that puts the blame on the American en- 
gineer." 

M. M. Foote, who has returned from Sacra- 
mento, said, during a general conversa- 
tion in the Occidental Hotel yesterday, 
that he had labored assiduously be- 
fore the Legislature in the cause of the 
insane and as president of the California 
Society for the prevention of illegal incarcera- 
tion of the alleged insane bad surely been suc- 
cessful in scaring at least a dozen proprietors 
of such institutions as they were after. He 
further said that he had many times appeared 
in a bad light before the people, but when it 
was thoroughly understood that there were a 
dozen or more institutions In the State where 
no record is kept of any incarceration, treat- 
ment or discharge of the alleged insane it 
would be shown that he was laboring in a 
right direction and that the bill introduced by 
Mr. Roothby last Wednesday to regulate the 
conduct and management of asylums and hos- 
pitals for the insane and to prevent the incar- 
ceration therein of sane persons or of persons 
who are not so far disordered In mind as to en- 
danger health, person or property was one of 
the greatest Importance with every one who 
has a mind inclined to justice. An effort will 
be made to close every institution in the Stats 
where people are incarcerated without due 
process of law. 

"Every orange-grower in California ought to 
make money this year," remarked M. V. New- 
lin, president of the Continental Fruit Export- 
ing Company of Los Angeles, at the Palace 
last night. "Everything in the way of oranges 
is being shipped East and prices are higher 
than for several years past. The freczeont in 
Florida has given a great impetus to fruit-ship- 



ping from this State and the equipment of 
every line of railroad in California is being 
taxed to transport the crop. Even the culled 
oranges— those which are rejected from ordi- 
nary shipments on account of some defect— are 
bringing figures which leave a neat profit over 
the cost of transportation. 

"The outlook for all branches of agriculture 
in Southern California is encouraging. The 
ranchers have good crops and are getting high 
prices for their products. Money is easy now 
In Los Angeles and there Is a great deal of 
building going on. The effect of this year's 
sales will be to loosen up money in the smaller 
towns and put upon their feet a number of 
growers who have been heavily in debt." 

W. H. Cornwell, ex-Minister of Finance of 
Hawaii under the monarchy, whu has been ill 
with pneumonia In his rooms at the Palace, has 
so far recovered as to enable him to sit up and 
cenverse with friends and occasional visitors. 
In speaking of Hawaii and the rumor w hich 
has been spread to the effect that a filibuster- 
ing party would be organized and equipped on 
this coast for the purpose of reinstating the 
Queen, Mr. Cornwell said: 

"I do not believe there is anything in the 
rumor except mere talk, which may have l>eeu 
suggested by the wishes of some ardent royalist 
who is probably an irresponsible party. I am 
personally acquainted witli all the leading men 
among the refugees and we are on friendly 
terms. If there were such a movement on foot 
I am pretty sure 1 would have been apprised of 
it. I don't think there is any desire on the 
part of the better class of royalists and Ha- 
waiian patriots to make the least trouble in the 
future. Only irresponsible adventurers would 
attempt such a thing as a filibustering expedi-

In the excitement of the French Hospi- 
tal Fete people were too much occupied 
with buying and selling to give their en- 
tire attention to the American Concert 
band, directed by Alfred Koncovieri.

the smoke of the lire, then the sudden 
arousing and the rush into the battle with 
a ringing cheer, which was almost drowned 
by the clatter of hoofs and the tiring of 
musketry. Sheridan's final charge at 
Winchester was blurred by the smoke 
from the rifles, and the music grew fainter 
and fainter as Washington, Lincoln and 
Grant were flashed successively on the 
canvas. Finally the American "flag was 
pictured, while the band ended the de- 
scriptive fantasia by playing "The Star- 
spangled Banner." 

Another illustrated piece that won ap- 
plause was "The Xight Alarm," picturing 
the details of a fire at night. The "Negro 
Dance" was an amusing piece of a comic 
description, in which the pictures made the 
meaning of thc music much more clear 
than a descriptive programme could have 
done.

SWIFT OPAL CARRIERS. 

Fast Passages Made to and From the 
Sound. • 

The American ship Llewellyn J. Morse 
arrived from Departure Bay yesterday with 
a cargo of coal for J. Roscnfeld's Sons, 
making thc round trip under twenty-five 
days and winning a suit of clothes for her 
captain. 

The vessel was towed in by the tug 
Active and as she was bowling up the bay 
at full beat was boarded by the quarantine 
officer. Captain McKarlarid executed one 
of the prettiest maneuvers ever witnessed 
on the bay in putting the quarantine 
launch alongside the swiftly moving ship. 
He crossed the Active's bow, giving ship 
and tug a wide berth; then steered down 
to the lee side of the vessel, going straight 
at her head until within a few feet of tier 
head, when the launch came around and 
just scraped the ship's side and got her 
painter on board*the Morse.

MILITARY HIT AT MOROSCO'S. 



'Olivette," "Black Crooks" and 
Varietv Bills at Other 
Theaters. 



The reappearance of one of our choicest 
favorites, Marie Burroughs, and the iirst 
production in this city of one of the best of 
the modern .school of drama, Pinero's 
"Profligate," drew a large and fashionable 
audience to the Baldwin last night. 

The story of the play is simple. Dun- 
stan Renshaw (Mr. Kellerd) has led astray 
Janet (Miss Perry) prior to his marriage 
to Leslie Brudencll (Miss Burroughs), and 
in the midst of a life of dissipation. The 
latter, "half a schoolgirl and half a 
woman," as she describes herself, whose 
only hope is to be good enough for her 
husband, of whose delinquencies she 
knows nothing, finally discovers this and 
casts him off, but afterward, moved by bis 
grief at his loss of her, forgets the past 
and they start life anew together. 

There is no complication of plot, no 
counterplot, really no other occasion for 
other ciiaracters than those named and 
that of Hugh Murray, who has known the 
truth but is powerless to intercede. There 
are two creeds: Murray's, that Renshaw's 
vices will not be buried, but will always 
rise before him, and Renshaw's, or rather 
Lord Dangar's, that "marriage is, the tomb 
of the past as far as a man's early life is 
concerned." There is, too, another theme 
upon which thc play is built — that stated 
by one of his characters, "The world has a 
short memory for a man's disgrace; it i'j 
only for women that it lays down the laws 
of scandal." 

In earlier days, and days not so far distant, 
the dramatist would have made virtue tri- 
umph and would have punished Renshaw for 
his turpitude. Bin his redemption is his love 
for his w ife— love 1 list was, without question, 
pure and holy -and his attempted suicide in 
the last act is stopped by her in much the same 
way as was shown in the earlier play, "The 
Dancing tiirl." 

The "Profligate'' is within its lines, and on 
the theory o. the fin de sieclo plav, undoubt- 
edly artistic: it is unconventional in treatment 
and has lew situations that amount to a climax ; 
hut it is strong, and the story is well told with 
little drat;. The drama of Suderniaun, M&t- 
teriink and Ibsen has been softened in parts 
and toned down so as to remove the glare of 
some of its most vivid colors; but the 
primal rudiments, the raison d'etre so 
to speak, are still as prominent in 
Pinero as they were in his foreign masters 
and the general trend of modern drama is 
marked bv the "Profligate" as OB* Oi its strong- 
est examples. When the reaction will come, 
as it is surely destin«d to come, and as it 
should come, under the conditions of our mod- 
ern life, is another matter— the artistic merits 
of the play and the artistic ability of the 
author are deserving of much commendation. 

As the heroine Miss Burroughs achieved a 
great success. She was so tenderly sweet, so 
trusting, so colliding that pity became akin to 
love. With many of the characteristics of 
her former success as Letly, in "Saints and 

; Sinners." her work last night rose farabova 

; the other parts and showed her great improve- 
ment in later years. There were no stage out- 
bursts oi passion, no vehemence, no palpable 

I acting in her performance; it was all su- 
premely natural. The rendition of the part 

I makes Miss Burroughs prominent among 
American actresses, and the manifest evi- 
dences of her great talent show her as destined 

i for a very prominent place »n our stage. 

! Mr. Kellerd as Dunstan Renshaw, the prod! 

I gate, proved an excellent stage companion for 
Miss Burroughs. The part was one which thc 
majority of actors would have overacted, but 
Mr. Kelierd's art carried him through the play 
work w ith a great deal of success, and he Justlv 
shared in tho applause which greeted the per- 
formance. 

Mr. Louis Massen, another old favorite here 
was the Hugh Murray of the cast and played 
the part excellently, with the utmost apprecia- 
tion of the author's idea and the greatest 
fidelity in carrying that idea out. 

Mr. Brown as Wilferd and Mi. Saint Maur as 
Lord Hangars were also quite successful in 
their respective parts, and the other roles were 
generally in good hands. 

The next and last week of the engagement 
will be occupied with Jones' "Judah,"in w hich 
Miss Burroughs has made a very successful hit 
heretofore.

IN MEMORY OF DOUGLASS. 



Interesting Memorial service 
by the Colored People in 
Zion Church. 



Held Up as a Model for People 
to Pattern After— Sympathy 
Expressed. 



The colored population of this city, Oak- 
land, Alameda and Berkeley assembled 
last night in the Zion A. M. E. Church ou 
Stockton street, where a memorial service, 
under the auspices of the Assembly Club, 
was held in respect to the memory of the 
late Frederick Douglass. 

The edifice was crowded to its full capac- 
ity by an audience that listened with deep 
interest to the services, which were 
opened by George W. Dennis Jr., who 
briefly stated the purpose of the assem- 
blage, which he declared was to show in a 
solemn manner the respect of the colored 
people for the memory of one of the great- 
est men, if not the greatest, in whose veins 
negro blood flowed. 

After a prayer by the Rev. George if. 
Jackson, pastor of the church, the choir, 
composed of Mrs. A. Clayton, ajto; W. R. 
Davis, barytone; Professor J. H. William- 
son, tenor "and organist; George \V. Har- 
mcr, Mrs. McPher&on, Mrs. tsusan Johnson 
and Mrs. B. A. Thomas, rendered "I Have 
Set Watchers Upon Thy Wall." 

Henry C. Dibble, who had expeoted to 
lie present, sent a letter expressing his re- 
gret for his inability to appear, on account 
of the serious illness of a member of his 
family. In his letter he wrote: 

I had thc honor of Mr. Douglass' acquaint- 
ance. He was not only a great man intellectu- 
ally and morally, but ho was also a broad- 
minded patriot. Am sorrv I cannot listen to 
Miss Ida B. Wells. Tell her for me that she has 
the spirit of a crusader and the courage of a 
martyr. God will help her and her noble 
work. 

W. E. Henderson, announced as the first 
speaker, said that he felt it an honor to 
speak of the greatest man of his race the 
world had known. He described Frederick 
Douglass as standing with one hand on the 
North and the other on the South begging 
for justice and equal rights for those of his 
race. 

When the colored race lost J. C. Price, 
who did so much to blot out thc Mason 
and Dixon line, the mantle removed from 
him by the hand of death fell upon Fred- 
erick Douglass, who worked so faithfully 
in foreign lands and in this country for 
those of his race until that nobleman, 
Abraham Lincoln, with one stroke of his 
pen, freed 4,000,000 of enslaved people. 
Then, even, Douglass' work was not done, 
for, when the Ku-Klux were rampant in 
the South, he was found working to see 
that justice was done to the negroes. Not 
only the colored people have suffered a 
great loss, but the American people have 
suffered a great loss in Frederick Douglass. 

What he did for the race, he said, would 
never be fully appreciated until the history 
of the negro race in the United States was 
written. In conclusion the speaker said : 
"Frederick Douglass has left footprints on 
the sands of time which no storm will ever 
efface." 

Miss Lilly Wells gave as a piano solo 
"Nearer, My God, to Thee" with auclicacy 
of touch that would bavo done credit to 
many a professional. 

The Rev. Mr. Brown of Oakland dwelt 
upon the gooti works of Douglass, and 
urged the young people to study his life 
und pattern after htm, saying in conclusion 
that he would feel prouder of being the 
son of Frederick Douglass than to be the 
owner of $5000. 

"Calvary," a vocal solo, was rendered by 
Robert Thomas, and he was followed by 
Rev. E. T. Coltman of the Bethel M. E. 
Church, who spoke in a eulogistic strain of 
the great work accomplished by Douglass 
in his fight for the rights of the people of 
his race. 

The "Intermezzo" from the "Cavalleria 
Rusticana" was given by the Estrella Man- 
dolin Club, after whicb Miss Ida B. Wells 
spoke at some length of Douglass as she 
knew him, of his works for the benefit of 
the race, and closed by urging the young 
people to profit by hisworksand what they 
taught. 

Cornelius A. Hughes after a few remarks 
introduced resolutions prepared by the 
Assembly Club expressing sympathy for 
the loss of a great man. These were adopt- 
ed by a rising vote. 

The exercises were brought to a close by 
the singing of the doxology and benedic- 
tion by thc pastor.

RUDOLPH DRINKING AGAIN. 

Fortifying Himself for Ven- 
geance on His Former 
Patron. 



•Buckley Is Still Rusticating. 
Status of the Eliot 
Case. 

Jake Rudolph's quarrel with Chris Biick- 
ley and the blind man's flight to Liver- 
more to evade his former confidant's threat- 
ened vengeance formed the chief topic of 
conversation among the politicians and 
men about town yesterday, and further de- 
tails of the affair are constantly coming to 
light. Inquiry along the "cocktail route" 
revealed the fact that Rudolph is drinking 
heavily and is rapidly reaching the condi- 
tion in which he was when he shot Mr. 
Eliot. He required assistance to reach 
his room Sunday night. Mr. Buckley is 
still in the country. 

The two men Mr. Buckley failed to 
meet at the Baldwin Hotel, according to 
appointment, are Ed Corrigan and Joe 
t'hlman, the well-known racing men. Mr. 
Corrigan, in the lobby of the Baldwin 
last night, said : 

"I do not know where the Cam, got the 
story, but the details, so far as they are 
known to me, were correctly stated. Mr. 
Buckley was not to meet Mr. Uhlman and 
myself here one night last week at half 
past 9 o'clock, but ne did not come. I 
think it was W ednesday night. Anyway, 
it was the evening before Uhlman went 
East." 

A member of the police force stationed 
on Kearny street said last night thatorders 
were given four or live days ago to stand 
up Rudolph on sight and search him for 
weapons. The olticers were informed that 
Rudolph was "gunning" for some one, but 
the name of the threatened individual was 
withheld. 

At the Occidental Club the matter was 



discussed in all ts bearings and consider- 
able surprise was expressed that Buckley, 
who is on Rudolph's bond in the Eliot 
case, did not surrender him to the authori- 
ties instead of leaving town himself. 

The charge of assault to commit murder 
against Jake Rudolph is still pending in 
Judge Low's court. It will be remem- 
bered that on May T last Rudolph went 
gunning for the proprietorof the Chronicle. 
He created a disturbance in the business 
otllce, and when the cashier, J. B. Eliot, 
attempted to put him out, he tired at 
Eliot, the bullet lodging in ti is groin. 

Rudolph was arrested and next morning 
his case was called in. I udge Conlan's court. 
On .May 13 a warrant was issued from Judge 
Low's court charging Rudolph with insan- 
ity, and two days later he was taken before 
the Insanity Commissioners and adjudeed 
insane. The same day Eliot swore to the 
complaint charging him with assault to 
commit murder. 

The case had meantime been transferred 
from Judge Conlan's court to Judge Joa- 
ohimsen's court.. It was continued from 
time to time, and on August l(i was again 
transferred to Judge Low's court. Month 
after month it has been called in this court 
and continued. On Thursday last it was 
again called, and by consent "of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney t.ud Attorney Clunie for 
the defendant was again continued for 
thirty days.

Trap-Shoottnj- at the Country Club's Pre- 
serve—All Kinds of Fishing. 

Those who have a fondness for hay fish- 
ing may soon enjoy good sport. For some 
weeks past the catches of rock fish in deep 
water have been small and the better sport 
is now to be had close to the shore. Sea 
trout and green codfish are now fairly 
plentiful in the vicinity of Point Cavalfo 
and Lime Point and "when the tide an- 
swers good fishing may be expected.

Complaints have been made that 
during the week illegal fishing has been 
carried on in the fresh water near Tocaloma. 
The poachers cast their lines in the early 
days of the week and by.the opening of the 
season there will be very few fish left for 
thost who observe the law.

Nxvv York, March 4.— Upon the announcement 
of the adjournment of Congress on the StociEx- 
chance to-day a few brokers threw up their hats 
and cried "Hurrah."

A Slave to the yuinine Habit. 

Ihere are fiends and fiends. In Terro 
Haute the other day I ran across a quinine 
fiend. I have seen almost all the other 
kinds in my travel, persons irresistibly 

fiven to opium, morphine, alcohol, tc- 
acco, cinnamon, coffee and red peppers, 
but I never before happened to run up 
asainst a rep-ular quinine hitter for the 
mere love of the thin-,'. This was a short, 
stocky-built man, who had the appearance 
of perfect health. He said he had forme 
the whisky and quinine habit on the Ohio 
River bottoms many years ago to fight the 
shakes, and finally concluded to drop the 
whisky and keep up the drug. He said it 
caused a sense of enlargement in 
his head or mind, which might be 
compared to the sensations of an ac- 
tive opiate upon the experienced user, and 
so he liad for years continued its use as a 
mere indulgence for its grateful and sensa- 
tional effects. While I was talking to him 
in the hotel he drew from his pocket a 
small oilskin pouch partly filled with 
quinine in the ground or powdered form, 
and from this little hag he took perhaps 
ten grains on the big blade of his knife and 
conveyed it to his lips. This was only one 
of about five or six such doses he used each 
twenty-four hours. }fow he can survive it 
is a mystery. He told me he was like and 
unlike a certain Boston drunkard, who, 
some forty years ago, was due to die of 
consumption within a doctor's limit of six 
weeks. He discarded doctoring and took 
to straight whisky and codliver oil. After 
a few months he dropped the oil, hut for 
these forty years he has kept up the 
whisky. The difference, my quinine | 
friend said, between him and the Boston 
man was that lie had dropped the whisky 
instead of the quinine.— St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Relinquish His Stolen 
Silverware. 



A BOY BURNED TO DEATH. 



Thomas Crawford Is Chosen as 
Clerk of Police Judge 
Woods" Court. 



A little after 3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
inn three pistol shots rang out on the air 
on Alice street, between Twelfth and 
Tenth. Then there was a Mowing of 
police-whistles, and soon a crowd of otticers 
had gathered to listen to the story of the 
man who did the shooting, Special Officer 
A. T. Ayers. 

Officer Ayers said that lie wa« patrolling 
his beat near Twelfth and Alice streets 
when he saw, opposite himself, a figure 
skulking alone in the shadow of the house 
of G. A. Faulkner, from which it was ap- 
parent the person had just emerged, as a 
dim light was seen to be burning in the 
house. Ayers was on the opposite side of 
the street, and in the darkness could not 
tell whether the figure was that of a man 
or a woman. As it drew nearer the officer 
thought he noticed a bundle being carried 
by the figure, and he c alled out for the 
persim to slop. 

The figure only glided along a little 
quicker. Again the officer called halt, stat- 
ing that he was an officer, but the man.

for such Ayers now saw it was, onlv broke 
into a rim. Ayers started in pursuit and 
fired his pistol in the air. 

Thi n the fleeing man took wings indeed. 
Tiie officer fired another shot in the air, 
and by this time the man was running 
like wild, and the contents of h s bundle 
becan dropping out. The pnrsuing officer 
stumbled over some of the aronping booty, 
zuid by the ring he detected that it was 
j latedware. Then lie was certain he was 
on the track of a bnrglar. and when near 
the corner of Tenth and Alice he shot for 
the third time, aiming straight at his man, 
who fell. 

Ayers thought he had him sure, but 
when he got up to where the man fell there 
was nothing in sight except the remnants 
of the bundle of silverware. The thief had 
disappeared in the night. 

Ky this time a number of officials were 
cn the ground, and they gathered up the 
bundle, *■ hich was a portiere wrapped about 
a lot oi silverware, and started back toward 
the Faulkner residence. On the road they 
gathered up a number of pieces of silver- 
ware, and it was noticed that one piece of 
plate found in the bundle bad l>een dented, 
as though it had caught the bullet. 

At the Faulkner residence both the front 
and back doors were found open, and 
things in the dining-room were badly 
apcet. A piece of candle was still burning 
on the table, and there was a half-eaten 
orange near by. The thieves, for it is 
thought there was more than one, had torn 
down a portiere and packed into it every- 
thing of a portable character that they 
could cany. 

Then one started up Alice and the other 
down tnat street, the latter being the one 
w ho was chased. 

The ''aiiikners still miss a large amount 
of their silverware, which wbs received hv 
tin m as wedding presents. The police 
think the man who ran up the street also 
had a pretty good load. 

Mr. and .Mrs. Faulkner were at home, 
but a-lrep in a room across the hall from 
the dining-room. 

Humcd to Death. 

A two-story frame house on the San 

Leandro road, near the l'littsville Hotel, 

owned by Haggerty brothers and occupied 
by them as a grocery -store and saloon, was 
destroyed by lire at an early hour Monday 
morning. 

The upper story of the building was oc- 
cupied u* a dwelling-house by A. M. Hall, 
w ho, with his mother, wife "and two chil- 
dren, had a battle with the flames that 
they will never forget, and little Bennie 
Hail, 9 years old, was fatally burned. 

"It was between "2 ami 3 Velocl? in the 
morning," said Mr. Hall, "when 1 was 
awakened by the cry of tire to find un- 
sleeping-room filled with smoke. I rushed 
to my mother's room, and taking her in 
my urms carried her to the stairway 
and started her down. J returned for my 
wife, and finding that Mr. Haggerty hail 
taken care of her my next thought was 
the babies. The tire had gained such 
headway that it was impossible to reach 
them by the hallway, and rushing to the 
outside I procured a ladder and climbed 
up to the window. The smoke and flames 
in the room were suffocating, but I found 
the little girl, who was uninjured, i 
handed her to Mr. Haggerty. who had fol- 
lowed me up the ladder and returned for 
the boy. 

"Poor little Bennie, when I found him 
he was almost roasted alive. I picked him 
up and hurried from the now falling build- 
ing and carried him to the home of some 
friends who live next door, where Dr. 
Bcckwith did all in his power to relieve the 
little sufferer." 

At 7 o'clock last night the boy died. 

The building, which was almost new and 
worth $U750, had no insurance. 

Haggerty placed a value of $4000 on his 
stock, with one-half insured. 

The Hall family lost everything, not even 
their clothing being saved. 

Iiiventig-atiug the Lake. 

Dr. Mouser, the Health Officer of the 
Temcscal district, in which is located Lake 
Temescal, one of the sources of supply of 
the Contra Costa Water Company, has 
becu making an investigation of the 
charges of foulness in the watershed, as 
reported in the Call a few days ago. 

The doctor in his report finds much to 
"complain of. He filed his report with the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday and the 
board referred the matter to the District 
Attorney. 

Caajtallela Keeping Their Gold. 

The Oakland terminal committee, having 
in hand the raising of money to induce the 
Ban Joaquin Valley road to come to Oak- 
laud, is somewhat "discouraged over the 
slow way collections are coming in. The 
truth is that the fund is making little prog- 



ress, and the local papers have taken up 
the cudgel to awaken the men of money. 
One local journal says: "There arc selfish 
and tight-fisted persons in every com- 
munity and Oakland has her full share of 
them." Many of these regard it as a cer- 
tainty that the new road will come to Oak- 
land and so they refuse to subscribe. They 
calculate on deriving all the benefit with- 
out putting out any money. They expect 
to prosper at the expense of their more 
liberal neighbors." 

Judge Frick's Hot Words. 
Judge Frick's decision by which he or- 
dered Superintendent Dow'ling to deliver 
uo to Assignee Chetwood the 1020 shares 
of California National Bank stock which 
"Soap King" Thomas had given him for 
safe keeping, would have made the "Soap 
King's" ears tingle bad he heard them. 

Judge Frick said: "It appearing to the 
court's satisfaction that the assignment of 
Thomas to Dowling was made without con- 
sideration, and was made for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing said stock from coming 
to the hands of the assignee and to defeat 
pro tanto the law and this court and these 
insolvency proceedings, and that the as- 
signment was not in good faith, but was a 
mere fraudulent sham resorted to for pur- 
poses of delav and to defeat the insolvency 
proceeding.'' 

O US tod Because of Politics. 

C. E. Gardner, who has been employed 
by the Southern Pacific Company, lias 
been dismissed, he claims because he pre- 
sided at a People's partv meeting at the 
Taoernacle. 

Mr. Gardner makes complaint because 
he says the man under whom he worked, 
Yardmaster \V. B. Ludlow, had also ap- 
peared as a vice-president at a political 
meeting. He thinks that he has as much 
right to go into politics as his superior. 
Settled Out of Court. 
The case of Mrs. Maud Johns vs. Samuel 
J. Johns Sr. for $25,000 for alienating the 
affections of her husband, was dismissed 
in Judge Frick's court yesterday, the par- 
ties having concluded to settle the case out 
of court. 

In her complaint Mrs. Johns alleged 
that she was married to Samuel J. Johns 
Jr. on the 27th ot Mav, 1S89. The father 
was not pleased with his son's marriage 
and has tried to turn him against her by 
saying that she was a person of loose 
moral character and was in the habit of 
taking improper liberties with men, and 
was not a tit or prui>er person to be his 
wife. 

•Judge Woods' New Clerk. 

It has been announced that Judge Woods 
of the Police Court has selected Thomas 
Crawford of West Oakland to fill the va- 
cancy made by the expiration in a few 
days of the term of office of W. R. Lam- 
bert, clerk of the Police Court. 

The new appointee was formerly Deputy 
County Clerk and resides at 1521 Ninth 
street. 

Useful Life Ended. 
Rev. Dr. Daniel Vrooman, a retired Chi- 
nese missionary who has resided in Oak- 
land for the past six years, died at his 
residence. 8U1 Fast Seventeenth street, yes- 
terday morning, aged 70 years. Deceased 
has been identified with missionary work 
In the Presbyterian church for thirty-two 
years. He leaves a wife, and two grown 
sons who are in the ministry. 

Death of a Capitalist. 

Thomas V. Moffitt, a capitalist, 70 years 
of age, died at his home at 503 Twentv- 
fourth street yesterday. He was a brother 
of James Moffitt. 

ALAMEDA. 

The congregation of the Tark-street 
Methodist Church is aroused over a bill 
introduced in the Assembly which they 
claim will seriously affect the liiiuor traffic. 
Rev. Dr. Bovard has requested every mem- 
ber of his congregation to write to Senator 
Beard and Assemblyman Way mire, declar- 
ing their strongest protest against the pas- 
sageof bill 240. Rev. Dr. Bovard's objection 
is that section 27 provides that no arbitrary 
or unequal license tax shall be levied upon 
any business. He looks upon this section 
j as a big loophole. Section 33 is also ob- 
| jected to,. which provide* that the Super- 
• visors shall not have the power to with- 
j hold license from any business hitherto 
! authorized by law since 1889. There is a 
j strong feeling against the proposed bill. 
Electric Inspection. 
The Committee on Electric Lights of the 
j City Trustees are not desirous of accepting 
j the $10,000 incandescent plant until after a 
1 thorough inspection by an expert on elec- 
j trical apparatus. George P. Low, the con- 
sulting engineer of the Board of Under- 
writers, and two assistants are making a 
; thorough inspection and will submit a re- 
i port. The Trustees repose much con- 
, Qdenoe in Mr. Low and his report will be 
; awaited with interest. The incandescent 
i electric litihts are being rapidly intro- 
j doted. However, there are a number of 
the merchants who object to paying the 
cost of wiring their stores and have a 
petition before the board asking that the 
city stand the expense of wiring, but there 
is little likelihood of it being received 
favorably.

Chestnut and Morton street stations on 
the narrow gauge arc now lighted with in- 
candescent electric lights. (irand and 
Willow street stations on the broad gauge 
are also being wired.

If Kept Up, Says President Wat- 
kins of the Board of Trade, 
Success Is Assured. 



BRIGHT TRADE PROSPECTS. 



Merchants Urged to Aid the 
Work of the Manufactur- 
ers' Convention. 



At the eighteenth annual meeting of the 
Board of Trade held yesterday afternoon 
in their new rooms on the fourth floor of 
202 Market street, A. A. Watkins was 
elected president for the third time. The 
other officers chosen were : First vice-presi- 
dent, Webster Jones; second vice-presi- 
dent, S. N ickelshurg; treasurer, E. W. 
Xewhall ; secretary, H. Smith; attorney, 
Joseph Kirk; directors, Samuel Dinkel- 
spiel, T. J. Parsons and Sanford Bennett. 

President Watkins delivered his annual 
report in which he reviewed the work done 
by the directors during the year, and al- 
luded in terms of commendation to what 
the Merchants' Association is doing in the 
mutter of cleaning the streets. Among 
other things Mr. Watkins said: 

I feel compelled to say a few words upon a 
topic which of late Is pressing to the front and 
receiving considerable attention. I refer to 
the encouragement of home manufactory. 
California is the second wool-producing State 
of the Union. It has immediately around it 
great wool-producing States, and "it is almost 
next door to Australia, whence all mix- 
ing wools come, yet our product of woolen 
goods is insigiiiiieaiit. There Is no foundation 
for the Assertion that this State cannot com- 
pete witli Eastern manufactories. Our cities 
would increase iwofuld and the farmers would 
have an ample market lor their products at re- 
munerative rates if our city should laieome a 
manufacturing center. 

There is another aspect of the question de- 
serving our social attention. We have been 
told for years and severely confronted with t lie 
problem of unemployed people, and have been 
called upon to provide means of sustenance for 
a large number of idle men and women. Many 
plans have been suggested for the care of the 
people. There Is but one worthy of considera- 
tion; that is, rrivethem employment. The cre- 
ation and maintenance of manufactories would 
materially assist in settling this vexed ques- 
tion. 

A convention of manufacturers will shortly 
assemble in this city and the subject will be 
prominently brought before the public. I 
trust the members of this association will take 
an active interest in promoting and assisting 
the meritorious objects which this convention 
will be called upon to consider. 

The prospects of business throughout the 
country, although they have been clouded by 
a variety of causes during the past two vears, 
are now in away of appearing in a clearer and 
more definite light. The retarding influences 
are likely to be modified so as to render them 
less obstructive to the operations of the agen- 
cies at work to produce a healthy condition in 
the numerous arteries of trade and commerce. 
The commendable public spirit and enterprise 
which our capitalists and citizens are now 
evincing in various ways is deserving of special 
appreciation and praise. If the public energy 
which has lately been aroused is earnestly 
maintained it is evident that an era of marked 
advancement and great prosperity will be 
assured us. 

The president announced the following 
as the death roll of members since the pre- 
vious annual meeting: .1. C. Wilmerding, 
Bernard Held, Martin Heller, S. O. Alex- 
ander, John lvancovich, Jacob Gundlach 
ami Louis Kline. 

From the treasurer's report it appeared 
that the receipts dnriUg the yearamounted 
to$23.*78 71, th« disbursements to.$20,79i 58. 
The association has on hand $2:t, ftf. 

The report of H. L. Smith, secretary, 
shows that during the year there were 678 
failures on the Pacific Coast, divided as 
follows: California, 497; Colorado, (i; Ida- 
ho. 7; Montana, 6 ; Nevada, 11; Oregon, 
58; Washington, 65; Alaska. 1: Arizona, 
10; New Mexico, 6; l.'tah. 6; British Co- 
lumbia, 7; Hawaiian Islands, 1. Of these 
lis are credited to San Francisco. The 
principal business in which these failures 
occurred were: General merchandise, 166; 
grocery, 14!); cigars, tobacco and liquors, I 
63; dry goods, 43; furnishing goods, 39: 
varieties, 39; hardware, 29; boots and 
shoes, 24; clothing, 19; fancy goods. 16; 
millinery, 15; jewelry, 12. 

Attorney Kirk's report shows in detail 
the amount of work done in the matter of 
attachments and legal business transacted 
on behalf of the board. There were 143 
attachments, involving $302,315 23. 

By a unanimous vote the board, on mo- 
tion of J. 1'. Le Count, adopted a resolution 
pledging the board's support in the move- 
ment to compel the city to pay the bills 
due merchants for goods furnished. 

Mr. Le Count stated that the association 
of merchants who are asking for their 
money numbers ninety and that their 
claims amount in the aggregate to $110,000. 
He said that he would urge upon the Su- 
pervisors to include in the next tax levy 
an appropriation to meet these bills. 

On motion of A. J. Marcuse, acting for 
W. Castle, the president was empowered 
to appoint a committee of three to act with 
a like committee from the Chamber of 
Commerce in inducing the Legislature not 
to repeal the Fay fee bill passed in 1893, 
which requires that all fees collected by 
Officials in San Francisco shall be paiil into 
the city treasury. 



McKenna granted a temporary restraining 
order the same day. The arguments were 
set for yesterday at 11 o'clock and at that 
hour nearly all theCprominent insurance 
men in town were present. When the case 
was called S. M. Shortridge asked for a 
short delay. He pointed out to the court 
the vast territory that had to be covered 
and the difficulties encountered in prepar- 
ing in advance affidavits that a witness 
could truthfully certify to. 

"It would be different if the matter was 
a local one," continued he. "Then the 
case would be a comparatively simple one, 
but in this instance hundreds of insurance 
agents are being intimidated and it will 
take time to get their testimony." 

"The companies who are the defendants 
in this suit arc being damaged in their 
business and the argument should pro- 
ceed," said Attorney Coogan. "No bond 
has been given in the case, and the injunc- 
tion seems to me a little extraordinary.'* 

"Will the gentleman please take "note 
that his clients are restrained from doing 
an unlawful and wrongful thing?" re- 
torted Attorney Shortridge. "Our rights 
are the ones that are being invaded, and 
we should be doing the protesting and not 
you. If vour clients are doing a legitimate 
business let them go ahead, but we are act- 
ing in good faith and we desire to lay all 
the available facts in the case before the 
court.'' 

Judge McKenna cut the discussion short 
by postponing the hearing of the argu- 
ment until this morning. 

A somewhat similar tight to the one in 
progress here is going on in Iowa and 
Texas. In the former a verdict was given 
against the combine for ruining an agent's 
business. In Seattle the Board of Under- 
writers has passed resolutions strongly 
condemning the coercive policy of the 
combine. While these various interests 
are all enlisted in the fight the principal 
battle-ground will he San Francisco, and 
the legal conflict will be a most interesting 
one.

A SEW HAZING FRATERNITY 



It Has Been Started at Berke- 
ley University by the 
Sophomores. 



Wild Flutter and Speculation 
Among the Menaced 
Freshies. 



A hazin tc fraternity in the I'niversity of 
California made its existence publicly 
known yesterday morning. 

Rumor has had it for some time that 
certain men in college had obtained a 
charter from the Theta No Kpsilon hazing 
fraternity, so renowned in Eastern uni- 
versities, but nothing certain was known 
until yesterday morning, when their bul- 
letin-board appeared in the corridor of 
North Hall. 

A chapter of the same "frat" spent a 
brief lifetime in the university about twelve 
years ago, but it was so completely wiped 
out by the faculty that no one has thought 
until now of even mentioning hazing. 

Now that the deeds of the old chapter 
have blown over and the university is 
under a new regime the fun-loving college 
boys have dared to revive the practice of 
leading the freshmen a lively pace. 

The "barbs," as thev call themselves, 
have announced that their first initiation 
of seventeen new members will take place 
on the cinder-path next Friday night at 
10:05. The list of names appears on their 
bulletin board, and a severe penalty wiil 
be inflicted on those who fail to appear for 
the initial ceremonies. 

Small crowds of students could be seen 
at almost any time of day. scattered over 
the campus and in the corridors of North 
Hall, discussing the situation and the pos- 
sible outcome of the new-born sophomore 
brotherhood. The. freshmen are most con- 
cerned, for upon them, if upon any one. 
will fall the lash of the revengeful "barb." 

Some think that the faculty will take the 
matter in hand and prohibit anv further 
measures being made to permanently or- 
ganize. A stringent law was once pissed 
by them making it a grave offense, pun- 
ishable by expulsion, to have anything to 
do with hazing. Some have taken the 
matter seriously and seem to think that 
the old-time riding on tiie rail and gant- 
let runs will be again carried on. Others 
are less agitated over it and take the mat- 
ter as a "josh" or scheme to scare the in- 
experienced freshmen. When the captain 
of the track athletic team saw that the in- 
itiation of the new men was to take place 
on the cinder track he. in all earnestness, 
put up a notice that no initiation would be 
allowed on the track while he has any- 
thing to do with it, saying that "the track 
is for athletics and not for initiation pur- 
poses."

COMPETITION OR COMBINE. 

The Question Will Soon Be 
Settled by the U. S. 
Circuit Court. 



The Continental Insurance 
Company Is Fighting the 
Combine. 



The case of the Continental Insurance 
Company of New York against the com- 
bined insurance companies for a perpetual 
restraining order created a great deal of 
stir in the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday morning. Henry Evans, vice- 
president, and W. S. Duval, general mana- 
ger of the Pacific Coast department of the 
Continental, were in attendance in com- 
pany with their attorney, S. M. Shortridge, 
and nearly all the companies in the com- 
bine had representatives there to watch 
the progress of the question at issue. Many 
of them also have their leading men out 
here from the East to watch the struggle 
anil a great legal battle is anticipated. 

The question at issue is one fraught with 
great interest to every person in the Golden 
West who has a piece of property to insure. 
In every Legislature that has been in 
session during the past twenty vears this 
matter has cropped uo. The combined 
insurance companies made their own rates 
and any company that refused to join 
them was frozen out of business. Attempts 
were made to regulate the matter by legis- 
lation, hut it was all in vain, as general 
lobbies in the interests of the combine 
frustrated every effort. 

What this twenty years of legislation has 
failed to do the Continental Insurance 
Company expects to succeed in doing. 
With the aid of a court of equity it expects 
to break up the combine by means of a per- 
petual injunction, and in this manner free 
the people of California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Utah, Arizona and New Mex- 
ico from the ruic of a combination that 
persists in fixing an arbitrary rate for in- 
surance and reinsurance.

She Was Requested to With- 
draw by the Methodist 
Ministers. 



RESOLUTIONS WERE ADOPTED 



The Colored Lady Found Favor 
With the Congrega- 
tionalists. 



Miss Ida B. Wells, the colored lady ad- 
vocate oi the negro race, was not indorsed 
by the Methodist ministers at their meet- 
ing yesterday morning. In fact she was 
politely but firmly requested to leave the 
room in the middle of the session without 
being given an opportunity to speak. She 
complied with the request, but said after- 
ward: "It was the most unfair thing I 
have heard of in many a day. Statements 
were made in the meeting to which I was 
not allowed to reply. I only wanted a fair 
hearing." 

Miss Wells had attended the meeting 
because she had heard that a committee 
had been appointed to report that day 
upon the advisability of passing resolutions 
respecting the lynchings in the South. 

Proceedings were opened yesterday by 
W. S. Matthews, editor of the Advocate, 
who said that he considered capital punish- 
ment ought to be dealt out to negroes who 
committed assaults upon helpless women — 
legal capital punishment, not capital pun- 
ishment by lynching. Mr. Matthews 
added that lie had approved of Miss Wells 
till he had come across certain passages in 
her hook retlecting upon the ministry, 
lie added that the ministers should not 
indorse Miss Wells till they know where 
she hailed from ami by wl'iom she herself 
was indorsed. 

Miss Wells, who was present, requested 
to know to what passage in her book the 
reverend gentleman took exception, but 
her question was rated out of order. A 
hot discussion took place respecting Rev. 
W. 8. Matthews' idea of capital punish- 
ment and the question was finally laid over 
for future discussion. 

Bishop Goodsell. who has lived for four 
years in New Orleans and Fort Worth, 
Tex., then >aid that while he did not con- 
done lynchings there was another side to 
the question besides that of Miss WVlls. 
So tierce were the negroes when diunk that 
it was no uncommon thing for white men 
to be afraid to leave their families for fear 
of their brutalities. The Bishop further 
intimated that he could a tale unfold, in 
fact, two or three tales, bristling with hor- 
rible and salacious facts. On hearing this 
Miss Simms, president of the committee 
on deaconesses, as well as the deaconesses 
and other ladies present, withdrew. Miss 
Wells calmly .stated that she wished her 
side to be heard also, as every story the 
Bishop might tell she could match by two 
stories of outraires perpetrated upon her 
own people by drunken whites, or by white 
people eager to enjoy a lynching picnic. It 
was not judged proper, "however, that her 
ears should hear the Bishop's stories and 
she was requested to withdraw, which she 
did somewhat reluctantly, murmuring that 
there were two sides to every question and 
she was the only one there who could sav 
a word for her race. The end of the 
Bishop's remarks were heard in strictly 
executive session, representatives of the 
press being excluded. 

The meeting concluded with the report 
of the committee on lynchings. The orig- 
inal resolutions prepared by "this commit- 
tee were four in number, one being an in- 
dorsement of Miss Wells. As it was found 
that she was not a Methodist and her cre- 
dentials were not known it was decided 
not to indorse her, so the fourth resolution 
was stricken out. The committee that hud 
prepared the resolutions consisted of Kev. 
W. W. Case, Kev. W. R. Goodwin, Kev. S. 
T. Carroll and Kev. S. D. Simons. In the 
course of a long preamble all lynch law, 
whether in the North or the South, was 
condemned, and the resolutions as amend- 
ed read as follows: 

Resolved, first. That we, the Methodist 
Preachers Association in San Francisco, 
utterly condemn all lynch law, whether in 
North or South, and call for swift and suffice? lit 
punishment for all who engage in these laws 
and heathenish acts. 

Resolved, second. That while we condemn 
lynching, we also insist that every act that 
would incite these lawless murders should he 
punished promptly and to the full extent of 
the law, and that we are in sympathy neither 
with crimes that provoke lynching nor with 
those who take the law in their own hands. 

Retolvcd, third. That we call upon Congress 
and the State Legislatures and upon all honor- 
able citizens everywhere to pot a stop, both by 
law and public opinion properly expressed, to 
these shocking anil unchristian barbarities. 

The above resolutions were passed unani- 
mously. 

At the Congregational Monday Club 
Miss Ida B. Wells made a speech which 
was listened to with interest hv those pres- 
ent at the meeting. She stated that in that 
same hall a few hours previously her cre- 
dentials had been questioned, but stated 
that she was indorsed by the colored press 
anil by $,000,000 of the colored people. 

"My credentials consist of the support of 
the entire colored race," she said. 

Miss Wells further gave statistics show- 
ing that out of 10IX) negroes— men. women 
and children— who hail been lynched dur- 
ing the last two years, only 2(19 were for 
the crime most frequently alleged as the 
cause of lynchings. The others were for 
alleged wife-beating, stealing, murder, etc. 

At the conclusion of her speech. Dr. 
Brown spoke in the highest terms of Miss 
Wells' addresses, both the one delivered in 
the First Congregational church last Sun- 
day and her address yesterday. He then 
introduced a set of resolutions tending to 
discountenance lynching. An amicable 
discussion followed as to whether the 
words, "the people of the South" in the 
resolutions Should not be made to read, 
' the people of both North and South," as 
lynchings have been practiced out of the 
Southern States. The resolutions were 
finally adopted unanimously as follows: 

Resolved, That the members of the Congrega- 
tional Club of Ban Francisco, in the Interests 
of humanity ami our Christian faith, protest 
against this barbarous Infraction of personal 
rights, and request our representatives to 
favor legislation to repress these crimes, and 
to afford justice to the long-oppressed colored 
people In accordance with law. 

Resolved, That in view oi these lawless acts 
of unpunished nuirders it is time that there 
should be a general protest on the part of 
Christians in our land against these crimes, 
ami an earnest appeal on behalf of humanity 
and justice. 

Resolved, That as these murders and outrages 
are In our own country; we cannot overlook 
them, nor be silent regarding them, and we 
call upon the great body of law-abiding people 
in the South, by whose silence and disregard 
these evils exist, not to cover up these atroci- 
ties, but to protest with us against this inhu- 
manity and injustice, not only as contrary to 
law, but also as coutrary to Christianity, a 
disgrace to civilization and mankind. 

A paper by Dr. B. G. Northrop was read, 
on "Strikes and the Ownership of Homes," 
and a resolution was unanimously passed 
calling on the Congregational ministers of 
San Francisco to raise collections in their 
churches toward the fund for the unem- 
ployed. 

The Baptist ministers listened to a paper 
by Kev. Mr. Whittaker on " The Relation 
of Pulpit and Church to Politics," the 
speaker urging that while clergymen 
should uphold what is morally right and 
condemn all that is morally wrong in pub- 
lic matters, they should not dabble in 
party politics. A touching farewell ad- 
dress was made by Rev. J. Q. A. Henry, in 
the course of which he alluded to his 
increasing deafness and failing health as 
the cause of his retirement from San Fran- 
cisco. 

"1 have been utterly unable to see how I 
could remain on the Pacific Coast and do 
this work," he said when alluding to his 
increasing infirmities. 

An interesting address on China was de- 



livered before the Presbyterian Ministerial 
Union by Dr. Farnham of Shanghai, 
China. While speaking highly of the in- 
dustry and law-abiding spirit of the lower 
classes in China, he scathingly rebuked the 
Government and the mandarins, declaring 
the Government to be nothing but a legally 
organized system of robbery and oppres- 
sion. "The Chinese," he said, "show their 
wisdom in not fighting for such rulers, 
who are not worthy of the name of gov- 
ernment." 

During Lent the usual meetings of the 
clericans have been turned into devotional 
exercises presided over by Bishop Nichols. 



" THE RUNNING MADMAN," 

His Action Discussed at Emruanuc! 
Church by Kev. J. G. Gibson. 

Rev. J. George Gibson preached a stir 
ring sermon to a large congregation at 
Emmanuel Baptist Church Sunday even- 
ing. After singing a barytone solo, '"Tis 
Only a Little Way," Dr. Gibson took as his 
text, "He saw Jesus far off, he ran and 
worshiped him," Mark v. -6. The preacher 
discussed the man's position. "You are 
far off from God," he said, "but you do not 
want to be. You are not a big sinner, but 
your heart condemns yon. You do not 
doubt God's existence. Perhaps your feel- 
ing of far-offness comes from knowing God 
has been good to you and that you have 
not been faithful to him. Then you are 
not so young as you were. You used to 
pray, but you are too far off for that now. 
Then, perhaps there are evil things in 
your life that make you ashamed of your- 
self. 

"Secondly, there were advantages in this 
man's position. In all lives there is a 
gleam of hope. Even Dante could make 
very good poetry out of such a subject as 
hell. This man saw Christ. To see was 
better than not to see. You believe there 
is such a person. This is better than deny- 
ing his personality. To know he lived is 
better than not to know. Then, though 
far off, he had the impression Jesus could 
help him. This is better than thinking of 
Christ as an enemy. You believe he loved 
men. This is better than sneering at reli- 
gion, seeing no God in nature and no Son 
of God in history. 

"Thirdly, this man changed his posi- 
tion. He ran to Christ. What was his 
motive'.' Murder, nerhaps. His motive 
has little to do with his finding Christ. 
Many a man has made a rush to destroy 
Christ and in that rush become Christ's 
friend. We can never tell how things are 
going to turn out when God has anything 
to do with them. Then he worshiped 
Christ. The worship could not be so in- 
telligent as that of the apostles, but Christ 
accepted it. He saw the madman coining 
and was ready to receive him. Sometimes 
kindness tames the mad. Jesus accepts 
when we give the best we have and do the 
best we can. Oh, wasted life ! Oh, broken 
heart! Oh, my God, can it be true or am I 
dreaming? The Father's arms are around 
me, and there is the happy essence of a 
thousand kisses in that one imprinted on 
the man's rough cheek." 

At the close of the sermon the rite of 
Christian baptism was again administered.

CARRIES COAL FROM COMOX. 



A Formidable Rival to the Local 
Liners— An Experimental

The whaleback steamer City of Everett, 
of which much hns hern written since she 
was launched from the place the name of 
which she bears, arrived in port yesterday 
morning with 3800 tons of coal for the 
Southern Pacific Company. She is a curi- 
ous specimen of marine architecture, and 
her arrival brought down creat crowds to 
ihe water front to get a peep at her. She 
came from Coniox, B. C, stopping at Port 
Townsend to take on board twenty-three 
passengers. She was eighty-four hours 
from the former place and sixty-two hours

"The Everett Is the thirty-ninth whale- 
back which has been built, and the fortieth 
vessel is now under construction at our 
yards at West Superior. We started to 
build the Everett when things were boom- 
ing on the sound, but as the boom petered 
out we finished her up for the New York 
and Tampico Irade. If business warrants 
we will keep her on the coast, and may 
build more vessels. Forty vessels, includ- 
ing 130,000 tonnage, is a pretty good record 
fur live years, and you can judge from that 
whether the boats are a success. We are 
in competition with no class of vessels, or 
with all classes, as you like. All vessels 
are in competition for that matter, and we 
are in it with the rest." 

The Everett sailed yesterday afternoon 
for Port Costa, after landing her passen- 
gers.

The Board of Supervisors hove put an 
end to the grabbing of streets by corpora- 
tions or any one else capable of such acts 
during the hours wnen law-abiding citi- 
zens are asleep. 

At their meeting yesterday an order was 
passed to print prohibiting all persons, 
companies or corporations from commenc- 
ing work on the public streets under any 
franchise or privilege until notice is served 
of their intention so to do at least forty- 
eight hours before the public streets are 
torn up or disturbed. Violation of the

from Port Townsend. Among the City of 
Everett's passengers were: Captain Alex 
MacDougall. inventor of the whaleback 
and general manager of the American Steel 
Barge Company of New York; J. B. 
Crooker, who represents the interests of 
the Rockefellers on the coast; A. W. 
Thompson, cashier of the American Steel 
Barge Company; James Smith, superin- 
tendent of the Frontier Iron Works of De- 
troit, which furnished the vessel's engines; 
Hugh Calderwood. who superintended the 
building of the ship; and several promi- 
nent citizens of Everett and their families. 
Messrs. Crooker and Smith were accom- 
panied by their wives. 

The vessel came up the harbor flying the 
blue peter from her foremast, a )>ennant 
with her name strung from the mainmast 
and her signal flags streaming from the 
mizzen, while the stars and stripes floated 
at the peak. The low sullen sound of her 
siren awoke the echoes in the surrounding 
hills, and people rushed out from all points 
wondering what strange craft had invested 
the waters. All the ferry-boats saluted the 
new comer and an opportune blast set off 
at Gray's quarry on Telegraph Hill lent 
warmth to the welcome accorded to the 
whaleback. A longshoreman wanted to 
know what warship that was and a face- 
tious Custom-house official told him that 
it was a Japanese cruiser come to shell 
Chinatown. He believed it and spread the 
tale among the Italian fishermen, and 
there was great joy on the seawall and 
drinking of claret and much munching of 
macaroni thereat. 

Captain Bucknam, who is in temporary 
command of the whaleback, is "shore 
captain for the American Steel Barge Com- 
pany, the owners, builders and operators 
of all the round-deck craft. He speaks in 
highest terms of the latest addition to the 
fleet and says that the trip down was a 
most pleasant one. 

"We have on board 3800 tons of coal," 
said he, "and we brought down besides 
thirty-three in the crew twenty-three pas- 
sengers. Although the vessel is not in- 
tended as a passenger-boat, still there was 
nothing but the greatest satisfaction ex- 
pressed at the manner in which she be- 
haved. We had a heavy gale, too, on the 
way down, but she rode through it like a 
gull. In rough weather we made twelve 
knots, and for a spurt reached a speed of 
fourteen and a quarter Knots. On the en- 
tire trip we averaged about nine knots. 
Her mean draught is 19 feet ti inches. 
Going back to Comox we will put in 1700 
tons of water for ballast, and this, with 
her coal-hunkers full, will give her a 
draught aft of 10 feet, and 13 feet forward." 

On the deck are four'big turrets, each 
containing two hoisting engines. The 
vessel has eight hatches, which open 
nearly the entire length of the ship, and 
with her superior hoisting facilities it is 
estimated that she can be discharged in 
two days. Her engines are triple expan- 
sion and of the most modern designs. The 
deck is protected by heavy wire cables 
stretched from iron stanchions at intervals 
of about fifteen feet. It is impossible by 
this arrangement for any water to remain 
on deck. The main house rests on two. 
immense turrets set on the after part of the 
deck, from which two gangways run for- 
ward to the bridge, on which" is the cap- 
tain's room, pilot and chart house. Four 
metallic lifeboats rest on She deck, ready 
for use at any moment. Steam steering- 
gear is used, and the appointments all 
through are most thorough and up to date 
in every particular. 

The coming of the Everett recalls the 
passing of the whaleback Wetmore. When 
that unfortunate craft came to the coast 
about three years ago it was predicted that 
there would be a revolution in the freight- 
ing business on the coast. Old mariners 
shook their heads and said she would not 
do, and when she went on the rocks in 
Coos Bay they said: "I told you so." 
The Everett is not much larger than the 
Wetmore, being a little over l«O0 tons net, 
but she is stronger and especially adapted 
lor the ocean trade. She will form the 
crucial test for the "coming" vessels and if 
she is a success more vessels of her class 
will be built on the Sound. Like the Wet- 
more she has a round stern and her bow 
ends in a snout. 

"The Everett is an experiment on the 
coast," said Captain MacDougall, inventor 
of the whaleback. "The Wetmore was 
built for the lakes, but if she were properly 
handied she would have proved the worth 
of the whaleback. It was not her fault 
that she went on the rocks. The whale- 
hacks have been severely criticized on the 
coast, but their critics have lieen owners of 
other vessels whose trade the new ships 
might injure. 

"The whalebacks have been a success on 
the lakes and also on the Atlantic, where 
they have rode through storms which have 
wrecked vesslcs of other models. Captain 
Bucknam has been twice through a hurri-

BE. Y. J. STEARNS IN HIDING 



All Efforts to Locate the Miss- 
ing Physician Prove 
Fruitless. 



An Affair That Is Becoming 
a Mystery — What His , 
Friends Say. 



The continued absence of Dr. Victor J. 
Stearns, who has been sued by Mrs. 
Bridget Ramage of 41"'-£ Third street, for 
$10,000 damages for breach ot promise of 
marriage, is the subject of considerable 
speculation among his friends, who are 
now beginning to think that his disap- 
pearance is mysterious. 

"I cannot imagine where he can be," 
said his business agent, Mr. Levitsky. "It 
Dr. Stearns' sole motive in keeping in hid- 
ing were to evade service of summons in 
Mrs. Hamage's suit there might be some 
excuse in keeping his retreat secret, but 
when his property interests are allowed to 
suffer by reason of his absence, the doctor's 
continued absence must be regarded as 
significant. He has disappeared as com- 
pletely as if the earth had swallowed him 
up." 

Attorney J. D. Sullivan, counsel for Mrs. 
Bridget Ramage, stated yesterday that he 
had caused a close search to be made for 
Dr. Stearns in order to serve summons 
upon him, but thus far he has not succeeded 
in locating the physician. 

"My opinion is/' said Attorney Sullivan, 
"that he is in hiding in this city, notwith- 
standing a report that he had gone to 
Arizona. He has considerable property 
here, and I cannot believe that he would 
leave it to take care of itself merely to 
escape summons in the suit." 

"We cannot account for Dr. Stearns' long 
absence," said one of the members of the 
Olympic Club yesterday. "He used to 
come here every day to play chess, but 
since the filing of the suit agafnst him tie 
has hot been seen. He was known to be a 
very sensitive man, rather high strung and 
quite peculiar. 

"He appeared at all times to fear 
notoriety, and I now believe that he has 
gone into retirement in order to escape tne 
joking of personal friends at the plight in 
which he finds himself. He has queer 
hobbies, one of them being that he is a 
great hypnotist. So earnest was he in 
propounding hypnotic doctrines that we 
used to think him a little 'off in the upper 
register.' I cannot imagine- what would 
keep him from sending for his mail any- | 
how, for some of it must be important. If \ 
he is alive he is certainly acting like a ' 
crazy man." 

Mrs. Ramage, who brought suit against 
the doctor, has now determined to allow 
the matter to rest, leaving to time the 
solution of Dr. Stearns' somewhat peculiar 
disappearance.

Supervisor Hobbs presented a resolution 
referring the matter of the defective sewer- 
age of the Hall of Records, complained of 
by the new City Hall Commissioners, back 
to the guardians or the new City Hall. 

When the resolution instructing the 
clerk to advertise for bids for the franchise 
of an electric-road railroad on Church 
street from the intersection with Sixteenth 
street to Thirteenth street and along that 
thoroughfare to its intersection with Fill- 
more street was reached Supervisor Hobbs 
moved that the matter be referred to the 
board as a committee of the whole, and his 
motion was accepted without comment. 

A resolution was adopted, in pursuance 
of a communicotion from the Board of 
Health, compelling property-owners in th< 
Richmond district to connect the sewers 
on their properties with the main sewers 
as soon as practicable. 

Darby Laydon & Co. were granted per 
mission to explode blasts for the purpose 
of grading and removing rock from pri- 
vate property on Winthrop street, between 
Lombard and Chestnut. Bonds in the 
silm of $20,000 to cover any damages re- 
sulting from the explosions were given. 

Tne width of sidewalks in the district 
south of the park, embracing the section 
from First to Forty-eighth avenues and 
from H to W streets.inclusive, was fixed at 
fifteen feet. 

The width of sidewalks on Jessie and 
Stevenson streets, running threugh Mis- 
sion block 27, was established at nine feet. 

E. L. Christin and W. E. Murphy, prop- 
erty-owners on Hayes street, sent in a com- 
munication stating that the contracting 
firm of Flynn & Tracy had secured their 
signatures to a contract for street work on 
Hayes street, between Fillmore and Steiner, 
by false representation in stating that 
they had secured the names of a ma- 
jority of owners on the block. 

The petitioners asked that thev be re- 
lieved from the contract so that they can 
get the benefit of public competition for 
the work. Referred to Street Committee. 

A communication from the associated 
creditors of the city and county asking that 
their petition requesting the board to dis- 
countenance the holding of a special elec- 
tion for the proposed charter, and which 
was referred by the Finance and Judiciary 
Committee to the Committee on Elections, 
be referred back to the former committee 
was referred to the Finance Committee. 

Labor Exchange, Branch No. 26, peti- 
tioned the board to authorize the City

The Fire Department sent in a communi- 
cation recommending that $100 be paid to 
Hugh Quinn of truck 1, who was injured 
in a fire on October 1, 1894, and was unable 
to perform his duties for over two months 
thereafter. The department also asked the 
Supervisors to advertise for bids for 500 
single and 500 double hydrants, and also 
500 gates and a like number of bends, to be 
delivered in lots as required by the depart- 
ment. Referred to the Committee on Po- 
lice and Fire Department. 

The communication of property-owners 
in the Flint tract, calling attention to dam- 
age to the streets by contractors, was re-

The Former Make the Audiences at the 
Academy of Sciences. 

One thing notable about the meetings of 
the Academy of Sciences is the number of 
young women or girls who attend. The 
audiences are always composed more 
than half of women, and the great major- 
ity of these might very properly be called 
girls, and very pretty girls, too. 

The men of the audiences attending the 
lectures are old and gray and bald. The 
exception to this rule last evening in a 
rather small audience, however, was just 
two. It is not certain, therefore, that they 
came to hear the lecture, if the c haracter 
of the other part of t he audience will be 
remembered. 

But that an audience gathered to hear a 
lecture on "The Structure and Life His- 
tory of the Infusoria, as illustrated by the 
Genus Stentor," should be more than half 
composed of San Francisco bright and 
vivacious young women ought not to be 
lost.sight of in the prevailing contention 
about the "new woman." 

The lecturer was Professor H. P. John- 
son. He began his address by saying that 
he had given three years' study to the 
stentor, a microscopical animal of very low 
order that is to be found everywhere in 
still or slowly running water; is trans- 
parent, but o"f varied and beautiful colors, 
swims by revolving and multiplies by 
lengthening and dividing itself. 

The professor entered into the minute 
details of his experiments in studying the 
nucleus of the stentor— how he cut the 
little thing in slices and subjected the 
slices to his inquiring microscope and 
found upon the bodies of the nuclei other 
nuclei so small that they might be com- 
pared to a hazelnut beside a foothall, and 
almost impossible, as it might seem, he 
said, the stentor, the full-grown stentor, 
might grow from this to a size almost to be 
seen by the naked eye.

Pos- 
sessed of all the valor, genius and patri- 
otic fmpulses of his people, he headed an 
insurrection against English rule; but the 
movement was unsuccessful and the daring 
young liberator was executed. 

The Irish have for nearly a hundred 
years revered his memory, and on March 4 
of each year they give expression to their 
feelings. That was the purpose that 
called several thousand citizens of Irish 
blood to Metropolitan Hall last night, and 
the manner in which they enthused over 
their ideal shows that his' memory is still 
very green in the Irish heart. 

Colonel J. C. O'Connor presided and in 
his opening remarks paid a glowing tribute 
to the memory of Robert Emmet, who, 
he said, had he led a successful instead of 
an unsuccessful revolt for Irish liberty, 
would have been regarded as the George 
Washington of Ireland. He said that 
there was something about the name of 
Kniniet which appealed to Irish sympathy 
and affection, and the anniversary would 
be celebrated until the end of time. 

Miss Julia Heffernan played the Irish 
airs very cleverly and Miss Flossie Con- 
ners sane "Asfhore" in fair voice. The 
Plymouth male quartet, consisting of 
Messrs. Coffin, Rice, Warde and Parent, 
rendered three delightful selections in their 
own perfect way. 

Joseph J. Dwyer was the orator of the 
evening. His address was out of the ordi- 
nary. It dealt with the character of Em- 
met and the influence of his life upon all 
time, and was superior in point of thought 
and expression. He said in part: 

"Within the last two weeks we cele- 
brated the anniversary of the most illus- 
trious man in the history of all countries, 
George Washington. To-night we cele- 
bate the anniversary of one of the most 
distinguished sons of Ireland, Robert

Emmet. One was an American, the other 
was an Irishman. One was successful, the 
other was unsuccessful. What we honor 
and love in the one wc will love and honor 
in the other. It was the aspirations of 
both to free their respective countries for 
all time. 

"Emmet was born during the American 
revolution ; he was at school during the 
French revolution; he was expelled from 
school for his connection with the Irish 
revolution." 

Here the orator eloquently pictured the 
struggle for national liberty in Ireland; 
how the country had been Brought to the 
verge of ruin by having its factories de- 
molished, its schools closed and its na- 
tional religion proscribed. He declared 
that the men who had participated in the 
struggles during the dark days of 1708 and 
1803 would ever be held in sacred memory 
by the Irish people. He spoke of the pa- 
thetic incidents in Emmet's life, of his 
love for his country, of his splendid char- 
acter and noble, self-sacrificing nature. 

"Standing by the side of Emmet's name- 
less grave,'* said the speaker, "the Irish 
may say of their hero as Anthony said of 
Brutus, 'His life was gentle and" the ele- 
ments so mixed in him that nature might 
stand up and say to all the world this was 
a man.' No good thing is ever done in 
vain and so while Emmet's body perished 
his example lives; the star of his blameless 
character shines white and eternal and who 
knows hut one day his broken sword may 
be needed and leap to swift and ample ven- 
geance." 

Miss Mary L. Kimball's selections on the 
harp—all old Irish airs— aroused the senti- 
ment of the audience and round after 
round of applause were evoked. Miss An- 
nie Daly's rendition of "Erin's Flag" was 
also flatteringly received and encores were 
demanded and given. Miss Catherine 
Black and Messrs. Ci. V. Woods and D. Man 
Loyd were the other contributors to the 
program me. 

Greetings were read from an Emmet-day 
gathering at Chicago and the audience dis- 
persed after singing "God Save Ireland." 

THE " HUSTLER " SUSPENDED. 

Other Mining; Permits Granted by the 
Debris Commissioners. 
The permit for hydraulic mining in the 
Hustler mine, near Cherokee, Nevada 
County, was suspended indefinitely by the 
California Debris Commissioners at their 
regular meeting yesterday. The reason for 



the suspension of the license is a broken 
dam, which will no longer retain the de- 
bris. The mine has two dams connected 
with its works. There is an interior, or 
upper dam, which is very small and shal- 
low and not adequate to retain the waste. 
Below this is a much wider and higher re- 
taining dam, but it is«so badly broken as 
to be entirely useless, and therefore no 
mining will be permitted in the Hustler. 

After the proper and necessary showing 
had been made to the commission permits 
for hydraulic mining were granted to the 
Shealor mine and the Kate Gray mine, 
situated near Volcano, Amador County, 
and to the Fine Gold mine, situated near 
Vallecita, Calaveras County. 

There are many applicants for permits 
to come up for consideration at the next 
meeting of the commission as well as pro- 
tests against the continuing of operations 
bv certain mines, the retaining works of 
w'hich are said to be defective. 

WHO WEB E HIS CE LLMATES ? 

Searching: for Particulars of James 
Vincent's Death. 

A most unique search for parties whose 
identity is unknown by those Making them 
is now in progress in this city. A well- 
known lawyer is conducting it, and he is 
endeavoring to locate his parties by means 
of advertising in the personal column of 
the newspapers. 

The persons sought after are not known 
as to number, but on the 24th of October, 
188H, they occupied a cell in the City Prison 
with one James Vincent, who had been 
arrested for some offense. On that date 
Vincent died in the cell, and everything 
indicated that natural causes brought his 
demise about. 

It appears, though, that there is money 
coming to Vincent's family in the shape of 
a pension for a small amount. Small as it 
is they want it, however. But there is a 
stumbling block in the way. Unless the 
exact particulars concerning Vincent's 
death can be procured the money is not to 
be had. The attorney thinks that if he 
could find those who occupied the cell with 
Vincent when he died there would be little 
difficulty in determining whether the man 
died from alcoholism, violence or what. 
That is why a search is bains made for the 
men who were in Vincent's cell, nearly ten 
years after his death.

Sad Plight of Chester A. Doyle, 
a Social Leader of 
Honolulu, 



Once He Was a Light and 
Leader of Oakland So- 
ciety Sets. 



Chester A. Doyle, erstwhile leader of the 
four hundred in the trans-bay cities, is in 
Honolulu yearning for American soil, but 
he cannot get away. 

When the steamer Australia was ready 
to cast off her moorings and leave on her 
last trip from Hawaii Mr. Doyle, laden 
down with floral offerings from the ardent 
maidens of the isles, was at the wharf, 
gripsack in hand ready to go aboard and 
sail for his native land on this side of the 
Pacific. He had a ticket marked with a 
berth; he had a little money in his pocket; 
he had bidden farewell to his friends of 
both sexes and all colors, and had just 
stepped on the gangplank to board the 
Australia when — 

A big Hawaiian policeman'yanked him 
back and informed him he could not de- 
part so suddenly and leave all his mourn- 
ing creditors behind, disconsolate and un- 
comforted. 

Close by, with an exultant grin on his 
face, stood Manager Colasso of the Ha- 
waiian Hotel. He is Mr. Doyle's rival in 
trade and his evil genius. He is also Mr. 
Doyle's creditor to the tune of several 
months' board. Both of these gentlemen 
are Japanese scholars anil have served the 
Government as interpreters in the courts. 
Mr. Doyle is Japanese court interpreter 
still. Now, when he found himself with- 
out a passport— which had been refused on 
petition of many other creditors — and con- 
fronted with an otlicer of the law, who had 
a warrant to detain him. Chester A. Doyle, 
leader of the swell set in Honolulu, 
turned imploringly to the hotel manager 
who stood between him and the wide free 
world beyond. He spoke, but it was in a 
language which the amused bystanders 
could not understand. It was Japanese. 
Colasso considerately replied in the same 
musical tongue. Tliey held a lengthy de- 
bate, which was illustrated and emphasised 
with many gestures, inflective and deflec- 
tive. But all of Mr. Doyle's Japanese elo- 
quence was in vain. The hotel manager 
was obdurate. He would not yield to his 
debtor's pleading. 

Only a few yards away were a number of 
gentlemen who were ready to leave Ha- 
waii, the Paradise of the" Pacific. The 
Provisional Government: was glad to get 
rid of them. But not so with Mr. Doyle. 
The latter knew that some of the exiles 
owed many debts as well as he. Why 
should they be let go in peace and he de- 
tained, garlanded as he was with flowers 
ready for the voyage? The mere thought 
of the apparent injustice, of government's 
inhumanity to man, angered him beyond 
control. 

. In a moment of rage that must have 
reached 150 degrees Fahrenheit he tore 
from his person the wealth of flowers of 
every hue and ground them into the soil of 
Oahii. He also ground his teeth with 
rage, the while muttering bitter impreca- 
tions in mellifluous Japanese. As a timely 
accompaniment Mr. Colasso made aggra- 
vating remarks in the same language. 

Mr. Doyle cast one last, longing glance 
at the smoking stacks of the steamer and 
then turned and walked sadly and deject- 
edly back into the city of Honolulu. 
When he again turned his eyes seaward 
the Australia had sailed awav.

PIONEEES A BE PBO GBESSIVE. 

They May Adopt the Australian System 
of Balloting. 

An innovation in the procedure of de- 
liberative assemblies will be introduced at 
the next meeting of the California Pio- 
neers' Society, in the shape of a proposed 
new by-law which provides for the election 
of the officers of the society by the so- 
called "Australian ballot system. 

Broadly stated the provisions are: That 
the secretary shall receive any list of 
names for offices proposed by thirty mem- 
bers of the society up to within te'n days 
of the annual election ; these lists shall 
then be printed the same as our State bal- 
lots; only one ballot shall be allowed to a 
member and, if the one furnished is dam- 
ag'-d so it cannot be used, it shall be 
returned and another issued in its stead, 
and, lastly, the California law regarding 
the manner of voting and counting the 
ballots shall govern in the matter. 

It is expected that the tisuallv quiet pro- 
ceedings of the society will be enlivened 
on April 1 by oratory for and against the 
adoption of a political expedient in the 
society.
